REPORT  OF  SUP.  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Plainfield  : 

Your  Committee  submits  the  following  suggestions  and 
report  respecting  the  condition  and  management  of  your  schools. 
For  the  past  year,  the}r  have  been  attended  with  their  usual 
success  and  prosperit}'.  We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  report 
that  a  favorable  improvement  and  interest  has  been  shown. 
Yet,  we  believe  the}r  still  are  far  from  what  they  should  be. 
What  can  be  done  for  their  improvement?  is  still  a  question  of 
practical  importance.  It  has  been  asked  often,  and  noble 
suggestions  and  answers  given  from  time  to  time.  But  we 
believe  this  is  a  matter  which  now  demands  our  especial 
attention,  and  from  what  I  have  observed  in  my  connection 
with  schools,  I  would  urge  upon  you  as  citizens,  to  consider  the 
vast  responsibilit}'  resting  on  }*ou  for  the  condition  of  }'our 
schools.  These  responsibilities  are  many ;  and  of  the  first 
importance  I  would  class  your  school  meetings.  Ever}'  legal 
voter  should  attend,  and  all  personal  feuds  and  antagonistic 
feelings  arising  from  politics,  or  any  cause,  should  be  overlooked, 
for  they  act  as  dead  iveights  upon  the  prosperit}'  of  our  schools. 
In  these  meetings,  agents  are  chosen  to  have  the  handling  of 
your  money  in  hiring  teachers,  board,  and  making  repairs.  In 
every  school  there  are  three  agencies  employed,  the  proprietors, 
the  workers,  and  the  material.  The  proprietors  are  represented 
by  these  agents,  the  workers  are  the  teachers,  the  material,  the 
scholars. 

Prudential  committees  do  not  often  occupy  much  space  in  the 
school  report,  and  from  observation,  I  should  not  pronounce 
them  very  frequent  visitors  to  the  school-room.  But  the  success 
of  our  schools  depends  much  upon  them,  and  districts  should 
select  their  best  men  for  this  office,  those  who  would  use  discre- 
tion in  the  choice  of  their  teachers.  Because  a  teacher  succeeds 
well  in  one  school,  is  not  a  positive  reason  he  will  in  another ; 
he  must  be  adapted  to  the  requirements  of  that  particular 
school.  Here  is  where  too  many  fail  in  their  selection  of 
teachers.  No  person  ought  to  be  employed  for  love  or  affection 
merely,  when  they  are  destitute  of  requisite  qualifications,  and 
these  qualifications  are  not  book  learning  and  intellectual 
capacity  alone  ;  but  morality,  judgment ,  pat  ieiu-i4,  and  power  to 
govern,  with  a  knowledge  of  human  nature  to  discern  the  powers 
which  will  Impel  the  pupil  onward,  are  necessary  to  success. 
A  teacher  should  have  the  respect 'of  the  district,  to  succeed 
well,  and  it  is  unwise  and  imprudent,  to  place  a  teacher  in  a 
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school,  when  it  is  known  prejudicial  feelings  are  entertained 
against  them  by  a  portion  of  the  district.  We  should  have  but 
little  respect  for  a  man's  ability  to  serve  as  a  committee,  who 
can  so  disregard  his  oath  of  office  as  to  refuse  a  certainty  for 
an  uncertaint}'.  Many  teachers  of  experience  and  ability  are 
passed  by,  and  those  of  uncertain  success  are  employed.  It  is 
often  the  case,  persons  are  chosen  committees  through  the 
efforts  of  some  interested  person,  or  persons,  who  haye  obtained 
a  promise  from  them  (if  elected)  to  hire  some  favorite  of  theirs. 
Committees  thus  chosen,  require  a  different  oath  of  office  than 
is  proscribed  by  law,  unless  in  their  judgment  such  person  is 
the  best  for  the  district.  Discard  the  practice  "first  come  first 
served."  It  is  well  to  consider  what  the  real  interests  of  the 
district  need  in  the  character  of  a  teacher,  before  agreeing  with 
this  one,  or  that  one,  that  comes  along,  and  it  is  rarely  wise  to 
employ  persons  to  teach  in  districts  where  they  have  been 
brought  up. 

There  have  been  but  a  few  instances  where  the  Prudential 
Committees  have  attended  to  their  duties  in  notifying  the  Su- 
perintending Committee  when  their  schools  were  to  commence, 
or  when  they  were  to  close,  and  many  have  paid  no  attention  to 
the  law  in  regard  to  paying  teachers.  Some  may  not  have 
realized  it  as  their  duty,  while  others  have  been  careless. 
Nevertheless,  these  requirements  are  included  in  your  oath  of 
office,  and  should  be  observed. 

Teachers. — If  we  ^need  skillful  workmen  anywhere,  it  is  in 
the  school-room,  and  there  is  no  profession  that  requires  so 
much  of  that  Yankee  nature  we  style  ''smartness,"  as  does  the 
profession  of  teaching ;  and  whenever  such  teachers  can  be 
found,  their  services  are  cheap  at  any  reasonable  price.  It  is  a 
common  error  to  think  that  any  one  can  teach  small  scholars, 
or  primary  schools.  They  are  of  the  first  importance,  and 
should  be  provided  with  the  best  instructive  talent.  If  the 
child's  first  steps  are  made  interesting,  so  that  he  desires  to  be 
taught  more,  if  he  acquires  habits  of  industry  and  method ;  if 
he  is  trained  to  despise  what  is  mean  and  low,  and  respect  that 
which  is  fair  and  honorable,  a  foundation  is  laid  for  further 
success  in  life  ;  on  the  other  hand  if  its  mental  and  moral  cul- 
ture is  neglected,  and  the  deficiencies  in  the  organization  of 
the  child  are  not  overcome,  they  will  reappear  in  succeeding 
stages  of-  school,  and  in  after  life  show  like  ugly  scars  in  the 
community.  Teachers  are  entitled  to  great  sympathy  and  liberal 
treatment,  and  while  parents  have  rights  that  ought  to  be 
respected,  they  should  remember  that  teachers  are  by  law 
entrusted  with  authority  to  govern,  as  well  as  teach  the  pupil, 
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while  they  are  under  their  care,  and  to  punish  them  for  misde- 
meanors. 

Our  teachers  for  the  past  year,  as  a  class,  have  been  indus- 
trious, faithful  and  laborious,  and  to  say  that  they  have  met 
with  good  success,  is  simply  true,  but  it  does  not  necessarily 
imply  that  no  mistakes  have  been  committed.  We  cannot 
ignore  the  fact  that  some  would  have  been  more  in  their  place 
in  the  school-room  as  scholars  than  teachers.  The  responsibility 
in  this  regard  does  not  all,  or  mainly,  rest  upon  your  Superin- 
tending School  Committee,  but  upon  the  Prudential  Committees. 
There  should  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  fitness  of  a  person  to  be  a 
teacher,  before  an  engagement  is  made.  There  is  a  vast  differ- 
ence between  a  teacher  that  is  barel}-  legally  qualified,  and  one 
of  superior  and  first-class  qualifications.  We  have  been  pleased 
to  meet  in  some  of  our  districts  the  same  teachers  who  were 
empWed  last  }-ear.  With  us  the  opinion  prevails  that  while  a 
poor  teacher  can  hardly  be  dismissed  too  quickly,  a  good  oue 
can  rarel}'  be  retained  too  long,  and  we  would  recommend  that 
as  far  as  possible,  Prudential  Committees  emplo}'  for  the  coming 
year,  those  teachers  whose  services  have  hitherto  been  profitable 
in  their  schools. 

Scholars. — The  material  is  necessary  in  every  branch  of 
business  for  its  prosperity  ;  so  are  scholars  necessaiy  for  the 
prosperity  of  our  schools.  We  have  them,  but  the)'  are  not 
alwa}rs  present  when  wanted  ;  in  other  words,  absence  and  tardi- 
ness still  impair  the  usefulness  of  our  schools,  in  spite  of  the 
efforts  made  for  their  suppression.  We  do  not  intend  to  be  un- 
just, but  it  not  unfrequentl)'  seems  as  though  the  school  was 
made  secondary  to  everything  else.  If  an  errand  is  to  be  done 
the  school  must  suffer,  and  almost  upon  any  pretext  the  child  is 
permitted  to  absent  himself  from  school.  Every  member  of  a 
class  suffers  for  the  absence  of  any  one.  The  teacher  is  ex- 
pected to  be  at  his  post.  Why  not  furnish  him  with  all  the 
material  needed,  so  that  his  work  may  not  be  hindered?  I 
have  seen  the  statement  made  that  "fully  one-fifth  of  our  school 
money  is  lost  through  this  evil  alone."  The  proper  remedies 
for  this  evil,  and  the  consequent  results  arising  therefrom,  in 
most  cases  lies  with  the  parents.  I  would  not  in  these  remarks 
convey  the.  idea  that  there  has  been  no  improvement  in  this  re- 
spect. Our  record  of  attendance  is  reported  better  than  has 
been  shown  for  the  past  four  }'ears.  Still  in  examining  the 
statistical  table  at  the  end  of  the  report  you  will  no  doubt  be 
surprised  at  the  number  of  absence  and  tardy  marks  reported 
by  the  teachers.  These  marks  are  generally  credited  to  the 
same  scholars  from  term  to  term,  and  by  them  the  average  at- 
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tendance  of  the  school  is  lowered,  to  the  injury  of  those  scholars 
who  have  not  a  mark  to  their  name.  I  can  speak  generally  of 
the  scholars  in  praiseworthy  terms.  They  have  shown  an  inter- 
est in  their  lessons,  and  seemed  desirous  of  a  favorable  report. 
In  fact,  I  believe  no  town  has  better  material  for  good  schools 
than  ours.    Active,  bright  minds  are  found  in  every  school. 

Reading. — Of  the  branches  taught  in  our  schools  none  is  so 
important,  and  none  so  seriously  neglected  as  reading, 
especially  in  the  older  classes.  Perhaps  a  majority  of  the  teach- 
ers will  themselves  plead  guilty  of  various  short  comings  in 
their  method  of  giving  instruction  in  this  branch.  Some  teach- 
ers fail  to  correct  bad  habits  because  they  do  not  attempt  it. 
We  should  not  be  satisfied  with  a  proper  calling  of  words,  a 
long  pause  at  a  period,  and  a  shorter  one  at  a  colon  or  semir 
colon,  and  perhaps  none  at  all  at  a  comma,  and  require  nothing 
more.  To  read  understandingly  by  giving  the  language  its  ful- 
lest force,  in  a  clear,  distinct  utterance,  is  the  legitimate  end  of 
ever}r  exercise  in  reading. 

Arithmetic. — Attentively  watching  the  course  of  this  study 
in  our  schools,  I  cannot  fail  to  have  doubts  about  scholars  de- 
voting so  much  time  to  it.  Nearty  one-half  or  quite  of  their 
time  is  spent  in  the  study  of  Arithmetic.  Everyone  should 
have  a  chance  to  learn  the  fundamental  rules  and  principles,  but 
a  perpetual  ciphering  for  eight  or  ten  years  seems  to  exclude 
other  important  studies. 

Grammar — Is  receiving  less  attention  than  its  importance 
demands.  In  some  schools,  however,  there  are  interesting 
classes. 

Spelling — Receives  its  liberal  share  of  attention,  and  the  im- 
provement is  apparent  in  ever}r  school. 

History — Has  been  and  is  now  much  neglected.  I  believe 
history  should  be  made  a  permanent  study  in  our  schools.  I 
have  thought  best  to  introduce  G.  P.  Quackenbos'  Elementary 
History  of  the  United  States  into  the  schools.  A  book  well 
adapted  for  them. 

Writing. — A  great  change  for  the  better  is  manifested  in  this 
important  branch.  Among  the  schools  wortlry  of  honorable 
mention  for  the  most  carefully  written  copies,  the  neatest  books 
and  improvement  in  writing,  are  No.  8,  winter  term,  No.  9, 
fall  and  winter  terms. 

Other  studies. — Algebra,  Book-Keeping,  Philosophy,  Physi- 
cal Geography  and  Geometry  have  been  studied  by  some  of  the 
more  advanced  scholars. 

Text-books. — It  has  been  the  desire  of  your  committee  to  be 
as  favorable  as  possible  in  regard  to  the  books  used.  What 
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books  I  have  introduced  have  been  selected  with  care,  in  re- 
spect to  their  adaptation  as  well  as  their  excellencies.  Which 
books,  after  inspection,  I  believe  have  met  }rour  approval.  The 
spelling  book  must  be  changed,  as  it  is  out  of  print.  The 
readers  have  lost  their  usefulness  b}T  the  scholars  becoming 
familiar  with  them.  The  Franklin  series  have  some  strong 
claims  for  superiority,  but  this  matter  must  be  left  with  my  suc- 
cessor to  determine. 

The  foregoing  remarks  are  made  from  no  inconsiderable  ex- 
perience in  the  school-room,  and  observations  of  the  manage- 
ment of  our  schools.  And  in  closing,  we  would  renew  our 
acknowledgements  to  the  citizens,  teachers  and  scholars  gen- 
erally, for  their  co-operation  and  respect,  and  may  the  blessing 
and  direction  of  Heaven  rest  upon  our  schools,  that  they  may 
indeed  be  a  blessing  to  teachers  and  scholars,  a  satisfaction  to 
parents,  and  an  honor  to  the  town. 

District  No.  1 

John  W.  Peterson,  Com.  Length  of  school  28  weeks  ;  three 
terms.  Miss  Carrie  A.  Williams,  of  Cornish,  teacher.  No. 
scohlars  6.  Wages  per  month  $12.  Miss  Williams  kept  a  good 
school.  The  examinations  showed  practical  instruction  given. 
This  district  believes  that  to  command  and  retain  the  services 
of  a  competent  teacher  is  the  only  way  to  secure  the  best  results 
from  their  schools.  Educated  as  our  teachers  are,  in  different 
schools,  having  different  s}*stems,  or  no  system  at  all,  each  has 
a  way  of  his  own,  or  her  own,  and  that  so  different  from  the 
former  teacher,  that  often  half  a  term  is  spent  in  getting  ac- 
quainted with  each  other,  when  changes  are  made.  From  what 
experience  I  have  in  schools  I  heartily  concur  in  the  employ- 
ment of  good  and  successful  teachers  for  successive  terms,  if 
possible.  2fo  school  can  endure  the  blight  of  a  poor  teacher  for 
any  length  of  time.  About  the  only  practicable  way  to  secure 
a  corps  of  good  teachers  is  to  continue  to  employ  those  who 
show  skill  in  their  work. 

District  No.  2. 

John  W.  Beal,  Com.  Length  of  school,  16  weeks.  The 
Summer  term  of  8  weeks  was  taught  by  Mrs.  Effle  R.  Chapman, 
a  former  teacher.  No.  scholars  12.  Wages  per  month  §16.00. 
Mrs.  Chapman  sustained  her  former  reputation  as  a  teacher. 
The  Winter  term,  8  weeks.  No.  scholars  14.  Wages  per  mo. 
$26.00.  Teacher,  Miss  Lucy  F.  Westgate,  who,  though  having 
but  little  experience  in  teaching,  showed  that  she  was  not  a 
stranger  to  the  requirements  of  a  successful  teacher.  Both 
terms  of  school  were  commendable.    The  interest  taken  by  the 
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<  teachers  and  scholars  in  the  closing  examinations,  in  their  reci- 
tations, the  decorations  of  the  room  with  mottoes,  &c,  the 
presence  of  a  goodly  number  of  citizens,  and  the  encouraging 
remarks  made  by  them,  all  speak  in  unmistaken  terms  of  the 
schools. 

District  No.  3. 

John  Sweet,  Com.  Length  of  schools  15  weeks.  Summer 
term  8  weeks.  No.  scholars  6.  Wages  per  month  $20.00.  Miss 
Hattie  B.  Burr,  teacher.  The  scholars  were  young  and  quite 
irregular  in  attendance,  yet  the  answers  given  to  questions  asked 
by  the  teacher,  the  reading  and  spelling,  and  other  exercises, 
showed  that  Miss  Burr  had  not  idled  away  her  time.  The 
Winter  term  7  weeks.  No.  scholars  7.  Wages  $24-. 00.  Teach- 
er, Miss  Alma  H.  Wood.  Older  scholars  attended,  but  very 
irregularly.  Miss  Wood  was  dilligent  and  faithful  to  her  trust. 
Good  improvement  was  shown  in  most  of  the  studies  pursued. 
I  would  call  the  attention  of  this  district  to  the  following  say- 
ings :  4 'The  laborer  is  worthy  of  his  hire."  "As  ye  sow,  so 
shall  ye  reap."    "A  word  to  the  wise  is  sufficient." 

District  No.  4. 

Dr.  Beckley,  Com.  Length  of  schools  23  weeks.  Summer 
term  11  weeks.  No.  scholars  38.  Wages  $25.00.  Miss  Emma 
L.  Chapman  teacher.  The  school  was  quite  as  successful  as 
an  ungraded  school  can  be,  composing  so  many  pupils  and 
necessitating  so  man}'  classes.  Miss  Chapman  makes  teaching 
a  business,  and  endeavors  to  earn  the  position  of  a  first-class 
teacher.  The  scholars  did  credit  to  themselves  and  teacher  at 
the  closing  examination,  which  was  witnessed  by  a  goodly  num- 
ber of  the  citizens.  The  Winter  term,  12  weeks.  No.  scholars 
32.  Wages  $36.00.  Was  kept  by  Miss  Mary  L.  Chellis.  The 
success  generally  attending  her  labors  here  is  well  known. 
Suffice  it  to  say  this  was  her  best  school.  The  examination  at 
the  close  of  the  term  gave  evidence  of  the  labor  performed. 
Under  the  management  of  Miss  Chellis  the  scholars  and  friends 
in  the  district,  have  given  public  exhibitions  at  the  close  of  the 
Winter  terms,  the  proceeds  to  be  appropriated  for  the  benefit  of 
the  school.  They  have  already  purchased  a  12  inch  Globe, 
costing  25  or  30  dollars,  and  now  are  anticipating  a  Dictionary. 
This  school  bears  off  the  palm.  Much  praise  is  due  the  Pru- 
dential Committee,  Dr.  Beckley,  for  his  devotion  to  the  interests 
of  the  school. 

District  No.  5. 
James  W.   Jordan,  Com.    Length  of  schools  22  weeks. 
Summer  term  of  10  weeks,  was  under  the  instruction  of  Miss 
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Lucy  F.  Westgate.  No.  scholars  15.  Wages  per  month  $12. 
All  that  was  said  of  this  teacher  in  connection  with  District 
No.  2,  is  true  here ;  an  executive  ability  that  promises  the 
highest  success.  Winter  term  of  12  weeks,  was  taught  by  Mr. 
Fred  T.  Hildreth,  of  Cornish,  who  kept  a  good  and  profitable 
school.  This  school  since  my  connection  with  it,  has  had  some 
very  good,  earnest,  and  faithful  teachers  ;  those  whom  I  respect 
for  the  anxiet}*  they  manifested  for  the  improvement  of  the 
school.  But  "Young  America"  have  been  rather  unmindful  of 
their  respect  to  their  teachers  in  the  point  of  order.  Mr.  Hil- 
dreth soon  reconstructed  them,  so  that  it  was  apparently  as 
easy  for  them  to  sit  or  stand  still,  as  to  be  moving  about  to  the 
annoyance  of  others.  Some  of  the  higher  branches  were  stud- 
ied. 

District  No.  6. 

George  W.  French,  Com.  Length  of  schools  16  weeks. 
Summer  term,  8  weeks.  No.  scholars  15.  Wages  per  month 
$14.  Teacher,  Miss  Emma  A.  Sanderson.  The  youngest  teacher 
employed,  but  has  mairy  qualifications  for  a  successful  teacher. 
Study  and  experience  will  place  her  in  the  front  rank.  The 
scholars  were  interested  in  their  studies,  although  they  were  not 
very  well  supplied  with  books.  The  Fall  term  8  weeks.  No. 
scholars  19.  Wages  per  month  $16.  Was  taught  by  Miss 
Grace  V.  Wood,  who  also  possesses  natural  ability  for  teaching. 
I  observed  better  order  and  discipline  among  the  scholars  than 
has  been  usually  the  case.  The  exercises  at  the  close  of  the 
school  merit  much  praise  to  the  teacher  and  scholars. 

District  No.  7. 

A.  P.  Wood,  Com.  Length  of  schools  16  1-2  weeks.  Sum- 
mer term  of  8  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Lizzie  M.  Sanderson. 
No.  scholars  26.  Wages  per  month  $12.  Miss  Sanderson  won 
the  good  will  of  her  pupils,  and  fair  progress  was  made  in  stud- 
ies, but  she  somewhat  failed  to  awaken  in  them  that  interest 
which  would  have  been,  had  she  attended  more  closely  to  her 
avocation.  The  Winter  term  of  8  1-2  weeks.  No.  of  scholars 
2(5.  Wages  per  month  $30.  Was  commenced  b}'  Mr.  Wm.  P. 
Wood.  His  first  steps  were  to  place  the  school  in  working 
condition.  Good  order  was  required  and  maintained.  Schol- 
ars heretofore  in  the  habit  of  seeing  and  hearing  everything 
going  on  in  the  school-room,  soon  learned  that  No.  1  was  all 
they  had  to  attend  to.  Classes  forming  themselves  on  the  floor 
and  returning  to  their  seats,  was  done  with  dispatch  and  order. 
The  same  system  was  observed  in  all  the  exercises.  Finally, 
a  more  radical  change  in  one  school  in  so  short  a  time,  I  never 
observed.    A  little  unpleasantness  occurred,  by  one  of  those 
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aggravating  cases  when  something  more  than  gentle  means  is 
required  to  remind  a  large  boy  of  his  obligations  and  duty  to  his 
teacher.  Mr.  Wood  was  sustained ;  but  believing  in  the 
proverb  that  "A  prophet  is  not  without  honor  save  in  his  own 
countr}T,"  he  closed  his  labors  with  the  school  in  2  1-2  weeks. 
The  remainder  of  the  term  was  finished  by  your  Committee. 
In  respect  to  the  Prudential  Committee,  at  his  request,  I  insert 
the  following : 

"We  were  fortunate  in  securing  the  valuable  services  of  Jo- 
siah  Davis,  Esq.,  an  experienced  teacher,  who  won  the  respect 
and  confidence  of  both  parents  and  scholars.  We  visited  the  , 
school,  and  were  pleased  to  observe  the  happy  method  of  Mr. 
Davis  in  illustrating  the  various  rules  of  practical  questions  and 
examples,  thus  fixing  in  the  mind  of  the  pupil  the  principles 
on  which  the  rules  are  founded." 

A.  P.  Wood,  Prudential  Committee. 
District  No.  8. 

Ralston  Penniman,  Com.  Length  of  schools  25  weeks. 
Three  terms.  Summer  term  of  8  weeks.  No.  scholars  17. 
Wages  $12.  Teacher,  Miss  Hattie  S.  Davis,  who  made  her 
first  attempt  in  teaching,  with  very  fair  success.  A  little  more 
confidence  in  herself  would  have  added  to  her  manner  of  con- 
ducting the  school.  Good  order  was  required  out,  as  well  as 
in  school.  Playing  in  the  water  by  scholars  should  not  be 
allowed  ;  it  is  a  hurtful  and  dangerous  practice.  Parents  should 
cooperate  with  all  teachers,  and  have  this  practice  abolished. 
Fall  term  of  8  weeks.  No.  scholars  20.  Wages  $10.  Miss 
Lizzie  M.  Sanderson,  teacher.  Good  advancement  was  ob- 
served, especially  in  the  smaller  classes  in  reading.  All  ap- 
peared as  busy  as  bees,  when  I  visited  them.  Better  order 
would  nave  improved  the  appearance  of  the  school.  But  how 
much  ought  we  to  expect  of  teachers,  when  they  receive  50 
cents  per  day  and  board  themselves,  as  was  the  case  of  Miss 
Sanderson.  Winter  term  of  9  weeks.  No.  scholars  26.  Wages 
$33  1-3.  Was  taught  b}<  Ora  C.  Davis,  who  had  a  pleasant 
school,  quite  a  number  of  large  scholars  attending.  It  is  not 
difficult  to  see  wiry  this  school  is  one  of  the  most  pleasant  and 
flourishing  in  town,  since  the  parents  manifest  the  deep  interest 
they  do  in  the  regular  attendance  of  their  scholars,  and  selec- 
tion of  teachers.  Praisewortlry  advancement  was  made,  the 
result  of  close  application  of  the  pupils,  and  faithfulness  and 
zeal  of  the  teacher.  , 

District  No.  9. 
Converse  Cole,  Com.    4  terms  school.    36  weeks  of  school. 
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Summer  term  10  weeks.  No.  scholars  27.  Wages  824.  Miss 
Ida  M.  Cole,  teacher.  A  teacher  of  larger  experience  and 
finer  qualifications,  would  have  been  better  for  the  interest  of 
the  district.  I  cannot  report  the  advancement  made,  as  I  was 
not  notified  as  to  the  time  the  school  would  close.  A  Fall  term 
of  6  weeks.  No.  scholars  38.  Wages  $24.  Was  taught  by 
Miss  Mary  A.  Freeman.  Miss  Freeman's  experience  and  en- 
ergy soon  awakened  an  interest  in  the  scholars,  and  accom- 
plished all  that  could  be  expected  in  so  short  a  term.  The 
scholars  showed  good  interest  in  their  studies.  Arithmetic  and 
Writing  classes  deserve  especial  mention.  The  school  closing 
2  weeks  sooner  than  the  teacher  expected,  the  best  results  of 
the  school  were  blunted.  The  Winter  term,  Grammar  Depart- 
ment of  about  10  weeks.  No.  scholars  21.  Teacher,  Mr.  Al- 
vah  B.  Chellis.  The  school  was  well  governed,  well  instructed, 
teacher  and  scholars  industrious,  animated  and  successful.  If 
the  school  had  commenced  sooner,  and  continued  without  in- 
terruption, better  results  would  have  been  attained.  No  teacher 
can  do  justice  to  himself  or  his  employers,  when  it  takes  13 
weeks'  time,  to  teach  52  days'  school.  Mr.  Chellis  remarked  he 
had  been  retarded  in  his  progress  b}'  this  irregularit}'.  A  week 
or  more  vacation  near  the  close  of  the  term  is  detrimental  to 
airy  school,  however  successful  it  may  be.  It  acts  as  a  "dead 
weight"  upon  the  school,  blunts  the  interest  of  teacher  and 
scholars,  besides  being  a  waste  of  time  and  money.  The  Pri- 
mary Department  of  12  weeks.  No.  scholars  20.  Wages  $20. 
Was  taught  by  Miss  Jennie  L.  Jackson,  of  Cornish.  A  teach- 
er of  some  experience  and  good  qualifications.  The  scholars 
seemed  to  learn  well.  A  little  more  order  would  have  improved 
the  general  appearance  of  the  school,  though  perfect  order  can- 
not be  expected  among  small  scholars.  Miss  Jackson  com- 
mands respect  for  the  patience  and  fidelity  shown  in  the  school- 
room. 

District  No.  10. 

Francis  S.  French,  Com.  12  weeks  Summer  school.  No. 
scholars  5.  Wages  $19.  Fall  school  10  weeks.  No.  scholars 
3.  Wages  $17.  Teacher  Miss  Alma  H.  Wood.  This  school 
is  too  small  to  be  profitable.  The  scholars,  however,  did  well, 
and  what  was  said  of  this  teacher  in  No.  ->  can  be  said  here, 
••lie  that  is  faithful  in  that  which  is  least,  is  faithful  also  in 
much,"  must  be  consoling  words  to  a  teacher,  when  they  remain 
hour  after  hour  in  a  school  room  with  only  two  or  three  little 
children.  Could  not  this  district  be  united  with  some  other,  to 
the  advantage  of  all  concerned? 
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District  No.  11. 

Wm.'C.  True,  Com.  Length  of  school  14  weeks  ;  one  term. 
No.  scholars  9.  Wages  $27.  Teacher,  Mr.  C.  M.  Woodward 
of  Hanover,  a  graduate  of  K.  U.  Academy.  A  young  man  of 
ability"  and  character.  This  was  his  first  attempt,  but  he 
proved  himself  not  a  novice  in  the  method  of  imparting  instruc- 
tion, being  thorough  and  practical  in  explanations,  by  calling 
the  scholar's  mind  to  familiar  things  b}T  which  he  was  surround- 
ed. On  my  visits,  I  noticed  the  scholars  were  more  interested 
in  their  lessons  than  they  have  hitherto  seemed.  I  think  Mr. 
Woodward  must  have  had  the  entire  confidence  of  the  district, 
as  his  school  was  not  visited  by  them.  Query :  Would  they 
have  entrusted  their  flocks  and  herds  in  charge  of  any  one  that 
length  of  time,  without  inspection  ? 

District  No.  12. 

J.  Biyant  Russell,  Com.  One  term  of  school  of  12  weeks, 
commencing  Oct.  8.  No.  scholars  12.  Wages  $16.  Miss 
Emma  A.  Eaton,  teacher,  who  was  favorably  known  in  the  dis- 
trict. It  may  be  sufficient  to  say,  that  there  appeared  to  reign 
perfect  harmony  in  school.  The  larger  scholars  commended 
themselves  by  the  respect  shown  the  teacher.  The  closing  ex- 
amination showed  good  attention  to  stud}\  A  public  exhibition 
was  given  at  the  close  of  the  term,  by  the  scholars  and  citizens. 
A  full  house  was  present,  who  appreciated  the  exercises  by  an 
occasional  applause.  The  selections  were  choice,  and  ren- 
dered in  a  clear  and  approved  manner.  The  valadictor3r,  by 
the  teacher,  was  listened  to  with  marked  attention. 

District  No.  13. 

Benj.  F.  McColister,  Com.  Length  of  school  21  weeks. 
Summer  term  of  8  weeks.  No.  scholars  12.  Wages  $16,  and 
Winter  term  of  13  weeks.  Wages  $22.  No.  scholars  17. 
Was  taught  by  Miss  Hattie  C.  Colby,  of  Grantham.  We  were 
much  pleased  with  this  school.  It  was  orderly  and  studious. 
The  teacher  exhibited  rare  ability  in  the  management  of  the 
school. 

District  No.  14. 
John  Pool,  Com.  Length  of  schools  18  weeks.  Summer 
term  8  weeks.  Wages  $14.  Miss  Hannah  A.  Martin.  A 
teacher  of  superior  qualification,  easy  in  manners,  practical  and 
thorough  in  her  instructions,  maintaining  good  order  without 
much  apparent  effort.  The  closing  examination  showed  that 
the  parents  and  scholars  appreciated  her  services,  by  the  tokens 
of  respect  exchanged  between  them.  I  hope  her  services  will 
be  secured  in  some  of  the  more  advanced  schools  in  town,  the 
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coming  season.  Fall  term  10  weeks.  Wages  $10.  No.  schol- 
ars 13.  Miss  Hattie  B.  Burr,  teacher,  who  labored  hard  to 
have  a  successful  school.  General  satisfaction  was  given.  A 
little  unpleasantness  occurred,  by  the  teacher  correcting  some  of 
the  scholars.  Parents  should  be  very  careful  what  they  say 
about  teachers  in  the  presence  of  their  children.  Home  influ- 
ence has  its  effect  upon  our  schools. 

District  No.  15. 
John  Stevens,  Com.  Miss  Hattie  A.  Hersey  was  teacher  of 
both  terms  of  school.  Summer  term  8  weeks,  No.  scholars  4. 
Fall  term  9  weeks.  No.  scholars  9.  Wages  per  month  $12 
and  320.  Miss  Hersey's  reputation  as  a  teacher,  is  sufficient 
to  conclude  the  school  could  be  placed  in  no  better  hands. 
Though  but  a  few  scholars,  the  closing  exercises  of  the  summer 
term  were  made  interesting  by  the  read}'  answers  given  to  prac- 
tical questions.  The  Fall  term  closed  sooner  than  expected  on 
account  of  funds,  consequently  no  examination. 

District  No.  16. 
J.  F.  Eaton,  Com.  One  school  of  12  weeks.  No.  scholars  6. 
( Wages  $19.  Miss  Grace  V.  Wood,  teacher.  This  school  is 
small  and  backward,  and  about  all  I  can  say  here  about  it  is, 
the  Committee  did  his  duty,  the  teacher  hers,  and  the  parents 
would  have  performed  theirs  if  the}'  had  required  their  children 
to  attend  more  regularly.

SCHOOL  REPORT. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Plain  field  : 

In  order  that  the  results  of  the  annual  outlay  of  the  public 
funds  for  the  support  of  common  schools  in  this  town  may  be 
known,  the  following  report  is  presented  together  with  a  few 
suggestions  that  it  is  hoped  may  be  of  some  future  use.  ' 

The  schools  this  year  have  been  usually  successful  and  pros- 
perous, yet  more  might  have  been  done  by  the  teachers  and 
higher  attainments  been  reached  bv  the  scholars  had  there  been 
a  greater  uniformity  in  the  text-books  used  in  the  several 
schools.  It  takes  but  little  more  time  for  a  class  of  ten  to  take 
their  places  than  for  two,  so  that  all  the  time  consumed  in 
changing  classes,  beyond  what  is  actually  required  in  a  well- 
classified  school  is  worse  than  wasted,  by  the  unnecessary 
change  of  classes. 

Many  of  the  school  houses  are  not  at  all  adapted  to  the  pur- 
pose for  which  they  were  built.  To  be  plain  and  speak  the 
whole  truth,  there  is  not  in  the  whole  town  a  single  first  class 
school  house,  though  many  are  new  and  cost  enough  to  be  as 
good  as  can  be  built:  A  perfect  school-house  requires  the  fol- 
lowing qualities  : 

1st.  It  must  he  well  built,  with  as  good  and  tight  a  floor  as 
can  he  laid. 

2d.  It  should  he  large  enough  so  that  a  separate  desk  and 
seal  can  he  provided  for  each  scholar. 

3d.  No  desk  should  be  joined  to  the  wall,  nor  any  seat  have 
the  wall  for  a  back,  as  the  wall  is  always  cold  and  the  children's 
heal! h  i>  thus  endangered. 

Ith.  The  windows  should  he  at  the  sides  and  the  back  end 
<>f  the  school-room,  and  it  ought  to  be  a  criminal  offence  to 
oblige  children  to  >it  for  >i\  hours  a  day.  facing  bright  light. 
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5th.  Every  school-room  should  he  provided  with  four  times 
as  many  square  feet  of  blackboard  as  the  greatest  number  of 
scholars  to  be  accommodated  in  the  school-room. 

6.  The  school-room  should  be  wainscoated  with  matched 
boards  to  the  hight  of  at  least  three  feet.  Plastering  is  con- 
tinually ccming  off  aionnd  the  lower  parts  of  the  room  and 
leaving  places  for  cold  drafts  of  air  to  come  in  and  endangering 
the  health  of  the  pupils. 

7th.  Other  ventilation  than  that  obtained  by  opening  doors 
and  windows  should  be  provided. 

8th.  Out  of  doors  there  ought  to  be  a  yard  large  enough  for 
exercise,  as  all  surplus  energy,  escaping  there,  does  not 
need  to  be  restrained  within  the  school  house,  to  the  annoyance 
of  the  teacher  or  the  inconvenience  of  the  scholars. 

A  school-house  combining  all  these  condititions  would  be  more 
convenient  for  the  teachers  and  comfortable  for  scholars.  It  would 
pay  for  the  town  to  buy  plans  and  specifications  for  such  a 
house  to  be  used  whenever  school-houses  are  rebuilt  or  repaired. 

A  more  regular  attendance  would  help  to  improve  the  schools. 
There  are  a  few  cases  where  a  little  advice  to  parents  is  needed 
When  scholars  are  sent  to  school  they  ought  to  be  made  to  feel 
that  they  must  obe\-  or  suffer  the  consequences.  No  teacher 
wishes  to  uselessly  or  needlessly  injure  any  one,  much  less 
a  wrell  behaved  scholar.  Every  teacher  has  a  reputation  to  gain 
and  maintain,  and  of  course  would  not  be  foolish  enough  to 
throw  it  awa}'  by  abusing  scholars  if  qualified  to  teach.  A 
scholar  that  knows  that  he  must  attend  school,  will  be  careful 
to  make  the  situation  as  pleasant  for  himself  as  possible  by  ren- 
dering cheerful  obedience  to  all  wholesome  regulations. 
In  several  of  the  districts  there  are  one  or  more  scholars  who 
regularly  contrive  to  have  trouble  with  each  teacher,  knowing 
that  by  enlarging  somewhat  upon  the  facts,  when  at  home,  they 
can  persuade  their  parents  to  keep  them  at  home  the  remainder 
of  the  term.  As  a  rule  no  parents  ought  to  give  any  atten- 
tion to  a  shcolar's  complaints,  and  even  if  a  complaint  seems 
to  be  well-founded  no  criticism  of  the  teacher's  action  ought  to 
be  uttered  in  the  presence  of  a  scholar.    The  recitation  of  tricks 
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that  have  been  successfully  played  upon  a  teacher  in  school 
ought  not  to  be  listened  to  for  a  moment  at  home,  unless  it  be 
that  such  discipline  may  be  administered  as  would  have  been 
meted  out,  if  the  trick  had  been  detected  at  school.  To  laugh 
at  them  is  to  encourage  disobedience  on  the  part  of  the  scholar, 
and  shows  a  criminal  ignorance  on  the  part  of  the  parent. 

Discipline  in  schools  must  be  maintained  or  instruction  can- 
not be  successfull}'  imparted.  It  is  better  to  govern  by  love 
as  far  as  possible,  but  there  are  times  when  the  machinery  of 
moral  suasion  must  be  pretty  liberally  lubricated  with  the  oil  of 
birch — suitably  tempered  with  elbow  grease — in  order  to  pre- 
vent any  injurious  friction  of  the  bearings.  No  good  scholar 
will  ever  sutler  by  it.  and  those  who  are  not  disposed  to  obey  will 
be  improved  or  discouraged  from  attending,  so  that  the  well 
disposed  will  be  afforded  belter  opportunities  to  improve. 

I  would  commend  these  few  remarks  to  the  attention  of  all 
interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  schools  of  this  town,  hoping 
that  they  may  help  to  render  more  efficient",  in  the  providence  of 
Grod,  those  bulwarks  of  our  commonwealth — the  common 
schools.

John  W.  Peterson,  Com.  Length  of  schools  2(1  weeks  ; 
three  terms.  Miss  Alice  M.  Wood,  of  Lebanon,  taught  the 
first  term.  No.  scholars.  (>.  Miss  Wood  did  not  quite  meet 
the  expectations  of  those  who  engaged  her.  She  is  well  edu- 
cated and  will  doubtless  improve  her  manner  of  teaching  by  V 
practice.     \V;iges  per  month.  $12. 

Fall  term,  8  weeks.  No.  of  scholars,  s.  Wages,  $12  per 
mouth.  Teacher,  Miss  Carrie  A.  Williams,  of  Cornish.  Miss 
Williams  is  too  well  known  as  :i  teacher  to  need  any  further 
recommendation.      This  was  the  fourth  term  thai  she  has  given

Lewis  S.  Jordan,  Com.  Length  of  school,  20  weeks.  The 
summer  term  of  12  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Ella  Hill,  who 
performed  all  the  duties  of  a  teacher  with  more  ability  and  skill 
than  most  teachers  show  while  experimenting  with  their  first 
school.    No.  of  scholars,  11.    Wages  $16  per  month. 

Winter  term  of   11   weeks,  taught  by  Mr.  H.  F.  Titus,  of 

 .     No.  of  scholars,   13.     Wages  per  month,  $17. 

The  scholars  of  this  school  made  good  progress  during  this 
term,  and  good  order  was  maintained  in  the  school. 

DISTRICT  No.  3. 

Edward  C.Daniels,  Com.  Length  of  schools  21  weeks.  Sum- 
mer term  taught  by  Miss  Katie  L.  Read,  Length  of  term  7 
weeks.  No.  of  scholars  9.  Wages  $12.00  per  month.  Miss 
Read  was  obliged  to  close  her  school  in  the  middle  of  a  prosper- 
ous term,  on  account  of  sickness.  But  few  are  able  to  maintain 
so  good  order  and  }*et  do  so  much  good  work  in  the  way  of  in- 
struction and  drill  as  Miss  Read. 

The  Winter  term  of  14  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Grace  V. 
Wood.  No.  of  scholars  8.  Wages  $13  00  per  month.  Why  this 
school  amounted  to  no  more  than  it  did,  I  cannot  say.  The 
teacher  is  one  that  brings  good  recommendations  with  her,  and 
I  believe  that  she  endeavored  to  do  well  b}~  the  scholars.  The 
scholars,  most  of  them,  are  considered  orderly,  and  yet  they  did 
not  like  the  school.  Where  or  what  the  trouble  was,  I  cannot 
certainly  say,  though  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  it  was  caused 
by  the  ungentlemanly  conduct  of  some  of  the  larger  scholars  ; 
at  any  rate,  it  was  not  because  of  any  inefficiency  on  the  teach- 
er's part. 

DISTRICT  NO.  4. 
John  H.  Westgate,  Com.  Length  of  schools  24  weeks.  Miss 
Luc}'  F.  Westgate  taught  the  Summer  term  of  12  weeks.  Wages 
$25  00  per  month.  No.  of  scholars  35.  This  school  was  a 
partial  illustration  of  the  proverb,  that  "too  many  cooks  spoil 
the  broth."  In  spite  of  some  drawbacks,  the  scholars  did  them- 
selves credit  at  the  closing  examination,  showing  that  they  had 
received  excellent  drill. 
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After  a  few  observations  made  by  some  not  attending  school 
and  a  few  somewhat  disastrous  observations  accidentally  made 
by  some  who  were  attending  school,  it  was  discovered  that  Mr. 
Josiah  Davis  of  Meriden,  was  teaching"  the  Winter  term  of  this 
school.  After  this  fact  had  been  ascertained,  everything  moved 
along  pleasantly  to  the  close  of  a  prosperous  term.  The  closing 
examination  evinced  thorough  drill  on  the  part  of  the  teacher 
and  close  application  on  the  pai;t  of  all  the  scholars.  No.  of 
scholars  \  ~>.  No.  of  weeks  in  the  term  12.  Wages  $4">  00  per 
month. 

DISTRICT  NO.  5. 
Jarvis  J.  Jordan.  Com.  No.  of  weeks  of  school  22.  Sum- 
mer term  12  weeks.  No.  of  scholars  8.  Miss  Hatty  Burr 
taught  the  Summer  term  of  this  school  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
district  and  creditably  to  herself.  The  scholars  were  all  small 
but  made  good  progress.  Wages  $12  00  per  month.  Miss  Rosa 
Hill  presided  over  the  interests  of  this  school  for  10  weeks 
during  the  winter.  She  certainly  deserves  credit  for  doing  as 
well  as  she  did,  this  being  her  first  term.  Experience  will, 
doubtless,  improve  her  teaching,  but  there  must  always  be  a  first 
time  to  all  that  every  one  does  and  no  one  is  perfect.  No.  of 
scholars  21.     Wages  $10  00  per  month. 

DISTRICT  NO.  (». 
Harvey  D.  Plummer,  Com.  This  district  was  so  unfortunate 
as  to  have  but  one  term  of  school  and  but  1<>  weeks  in  that  term. 
No.  of  scholars  is.  Wages  $12  00  per  month.  Miss  Marion 
L.  Eggleston  taught  this  school  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  dis- 
trict. She  is  well  educated  and  has  since  acceptably  filled  for 
two  terms  the  place  of  teacher  in  one  of  the  Claremont  graded 
schools.  She  maintains  good  order  and  drills  the  principles  of 
the  various  branches  taught,  into  the  minds  of  her  scholars 
thoroughly. 

DISTRICT  NO.  7. 
Francis  W.  Smith,  Com.    No.  of  weeks  schooling  17.  Miss 
Mary  Daniels  taught  both  Summer  and  Winter  terms  of  this 

School.     This,  together  with  the  fact   that   it.  is  the  district  in 
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which  she  lives,  is  praise  enough  for  any  teacher.  No.  of  schol- 
ars, Summer  term  20  ;  Winter  term  25.  Wages  $12  50  Sum- 
mer :  $20  00  for  Winter. 

DISTRICT  NO.  8. 
Thomas  T.  Penniman,  Com.  No.  of  weeks  of  school  31. 
Three  terms.  No.  of  scholars  Summer  term  18.  Fall  term  20  ; 
Winter  term  25.  Wages  $18  50  per  month.  Miss  Luella  F. 
Smith  taught  all  three  terms  of  this  school  this  year.  The  first 
term  was  unfortunately  interrupted  by  sickness  after  a  session  of 
10  weeks.  A  public  examination  at  the  end  of  the  Fall  term 
showed  the  excellency  of  the  drill  to  which  the  scholars  had 
been  subjected.  The  Winter  term  passed  pleasantly  and  profita- 
bly, though  sickness  caused  quite  a  number  of  absences  towards 
the  close  of  the  term.  It  is  always  both  wise  and  profitable  to 
keep  a  good  teacher  as  long  as  possible  and  pay  them  well. 

DISTRICT  NO.  9. 

John  E.  Baldwin,  Com.  There  was  one  term  of  this  school 
taught  in  ttie  Summer,  of  12  weeks,  and  two  terms  taught  in 
the  Winter.  The  Primary  Department  of  6  weeks  and  the 
Grammar  Department  of  13  weeks.  Mrs.  J.  E.  Baldwin  gave 
instruction  during  the  Summer.  The  scholars  took  great  inter- 
est in  their  studies  during  this  term  and  gave  great  satisfaction 
to  their  parents  and  many  friends  who  were  present  at  the  closing 
examination,  by  their  prompt  and  ready  answers  to  all  questions. 
Wages  per  month  $28  00.    No.  of  scholars  43. 

Miss  L.  C.  Baldwin  did  as  well  as  need  be  expected  in  teach- 
ing her  first  term  of  school.  She  had  charge  of  the  Primary 
Department  of  the  Winter  school.  Not  much,  of  course,  could 
be  accomplished  in  six  weeks  of  schooling  and  much  of  this 
time  broken  in  upon  by  sickness.  No.  of  scholars  12.  Wages 
$  per  month. 

In  the  Grammar  Department,  Mr.  Alvah  B.  Chellis  presided 
with  his  usual  success.  Wages  $34  00  per  month.  No.  of 
scholars  45.  Sickness  somewhat  hindered  the  progress  and  suc- 
cess of  the  school  work.  The  hand  of  Providence  seems  to 
have  been  laid  upon  this  district  in  an  afflicting  manner.  Some 
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have  been  called  away  in  their  youth,  when  the  bud  of  hope  ol 
all  future  usefulness  had  just  begun  to  gladden  the  hearts  of 
loving  and  watchful  parents  by  its  fragrant  promise  of  a  rich 
fruitage  in  due  time.  We  ought  to  heed  the  timely  warning  to 
4 4 be  also  ready." 

DISTRICT  No.  10. 
Merritt  F.  Colby.  Com.  No.  of  weeks  schooling,  21.  The 
first  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Julia  Whitaker.  No.  of  scholars 
(>.  Wages  $12  00  per  month.  Miss  Dyer  taught  the  second 
term.  No.  of  scholars  4.  Wages  $17  00  per  month.  Term 
weeks.  Both  teachers  were  faithful  to  their  charges,  but  there 
is  little  glory  to  be  won  in  so  small  a  school.  It  would  seem 
that  it  would  be  wrell  for  this  school  to  take  advantage  of  the 
new  school  law,  which  allows  a  part  of  the  school  fund  to  be 
expended  in  carrying  scholars  to  and  from  another  school,  when 
the  district  is  not  large  enough  to  profitably  maintain  a  separate 
school.  The  Fall  term  of  this  school  was  unavoidably  inter- 
rupted by  the  sad  Providence  which  removed  two  bright  inter- 
esting scholars  from  this  school  in  less  than  as  many  weeks, 
and  snatched  all  the  hope  and  joy  from  a  once  happy  home. 

DISTRICT  No.  11. 
Charles  Dunklee.  Com.  This  district  has  had  but  one  term 
of  school  and  that  was  kept  in  the  winter.  No.  of  weeks  13. 
Wages  $29  50  per  month.  No.  of  scholars  0:  This  school 
seemed  to  be  well  governed  and  instructed  by  Mr.  C.  11.  .1.

Wesley  L.  Cobb  Com.  Two  terms  of  8  and  6  weeks  respect- 
ively were  kept  in  this  district.  This  is  not  schooling  enough. 
No  scholar  can  improve  much  who  goes  to  school  less  than  one- 
third  of  the  time.  Miss  Sara  A.  Keniston  was  engaged  for 
teacher  of  the  summer  school  and  succeeded  as  well  as  could  be 
expected  under  the  circumstances.  No.  of  scholars  6.  Wages 
$10  00  per  month. 

Miss  Addie  J.  Herse}r  taught  the  Fall  term  with  her  usual 
success.    No.  of  scholars  7.    Wages  per  month  $13  00. 

DISTRICT  NO.  15. 
B.  F.  Manchester  Com.  16  weeks  schooling  in  two  terms 
of  7  and  ^weeks  respectively.  9  scholars  attended  the  first 
term  and  10  the  second.  Wages  first  term  $22  00,  second 
$16  00.  Miss  Lottie  Torrey,  the  teacher  for  both  terms,  did 
the  little  required  of  her  in  this  school  faithfully. 

DISTRICT  NO.  16. 
Joseph  B.  Wheeler,  Com.    One  term  of  8  weeks  comprised 
the  schooling  in  this  District.    It  was  certainly  long  enough  to 
oblige  a  teacher  to  spend  six  hours  a  day  with  two  scholars 
hardly  out  of  their  primer.    Miss  Mary  E.  Dow,  who  taught 
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them,  should  be  pensioned  for  her  patience,  for  which  service  she 
received  $14  00  per  month  and  boarded  herself. 


The  people  of  this  town  have  my  thanks  for  the  favor  and 
honor  conferred  by  electing  me  to  this  office  and  the  read}'  sup- 
port given  me  whenever  needed.  I  have  but  one  thing  further 
to  request,  as  pastoral  duties,  too  much  neglected,  forbid  my 
further  serving  in  this  or  any  other  public  capacity,  that  3*011 
will  pardon  and  forget  all  mistakes.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

Of  the  Town  of  Plainfield. 


Fellow  Citizens  :  In  compliance  with  the  law,  I  respectfully  sub* 
suit  for  your  consideration,  the  following  report  of  your  schools,  with 
51  few  suggestions,  which  if  complied  with  will  be  for  their  improve- 
ment. There  have  been  thirty -seven  terms  of  school  during  the 
school  year,  giving  employment  to  twenty  female  and  three  male 
teachers,  one  term  being  a  private  school.  Schools  have  been  held 
in  every  district  and  with  a  single  exception  for  at  least  two  success^ 
ive  terms  and  in  a  few  instances,  a  third  term  has  been  added.  Most 
of  the  teachers  have  been  well  qualified  for  their  position  and 
have  attained  more  than  an  average  degree  of  success-.  We  are 
keenly  alive  to  the  fact  that  our  schools  are  sadly  deficient,  but  believe 
our  teachers  are  not  wholly  responsible  for  these  deficiences.  One  of 
the  great  hindrances  to  success  is  the  want  of  earnest,  hearty  co-op^ 
eration  of  the  parents  with  the  teachers*  They  are  shorn  of  their 
usefulness  by  the  apparent  indifference  of  parents.  I  say  apparent 
indifference,  because  I  do  not  believe  parents  are  really  indifferent  in 
regard  to  the  education  of  their  children.  Parents  should  remember 
that  our  schools  are  public  institutions,  and  when  they  send  their 
children  there  as  scholars,  they  have  no  right  to  dictate  the  teacher 
as  to  how  they  shall  be  instructed  or  governed  or  what  books  they 
shall  study,  or  in  what  classes  they  shall  be  placed,  but  should  en- 
deavor by  their  example  and  remarks  to  impress  their  children  to 
understand  that  the  teacher  and  committee  are  the  proper  judges  of 
such  matters,  and  that  cheerful  submission  to  them  is  their  reasonable 
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duty.  Parents  have  other  special  duties  to  perform.  And,  first, 
the}T  should  secure  punctuality  in  the  attendance  of  their  children 
upon  the  school:  Children  who  do  not  give  their  undivided  time  and 
attention  to  their  studies,  suffer  an  irreparable  loss  of  time,  of  abili- 
ty, and  of  interest.  The  days  and  half  days  of  absence  and  tardi- 
ness, frequently  amount  to  weeks  in  terms,  and  months  in  years. 
And  this  is  not  all.  The  loss  of  ability  to  study  successfully,  results 
from  loss  of  time.  Lessons  are  dependent  upon  each  other,  and 
when  one  is  learned  and  the  next  omitted,  the  scholar  has  no  ability 
to  understand  the  third.  He  becomes  discouraged,  and  loses  his  in- 
terest in  his  lessons  and  in  school.  And  thus,  not  unfrequently. 
scholars  of  good  ability  accomplish  nothing,  and  lose  all  the  benefit 
of  the  school,  in  consequence  of  tardiness  and  frequent  absences, 
which  it  is  the  duty  of  parents  to  prevent. 

Children  are  creatures  of  impulse,  and  parents  should  never  join 
with  them  in  their  complaints.  It  will  not  at  all  improve  a  poor 
school,  nor  better  a  good  one,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  to  speak  of  a 
teacher's  faults,  or  depreciate  his  good  qualities  before  scholars,  has 
a  tendency  to  injure  all  concerned.  Such  remarks  as  •»]  guess  we 
ain't  having  having  much  of  a  school, M  "money  thrown  away,11  "I 
don't  care  whether  my  children  go  to  schooj  or  not,  ain't  learning 
anything,11  or,  "the  teacher  don't  know  enough  to  keep  school." 
"ought  to  be  turned  out,11  and  many  like  expressions,  are  entirely 
wrong.  I  submit  to  your  candid  judgment,  if  the  above  expres- 
sions are  your  honest  convictions,  would  it  not  be  better  to  give  up 
so  much  of  your  "Yankee  independence11  as  to  consult  your  com- 
mittee and  have  the  matter  investigated,  as  you  have  a  right,  and 
ought  to  do?  Would  it  not  have  a  moral  and  healthy  influence  on 
our  schools?  In  nine  cases  out  of  ten,  the  fault  would  not  be  with 
the  teacher.  Parents  often  become  the  greater  transgressors  bv  their 
actions,  taking  their  children  from  school :  disrespectful  remarks  and 
the  like,  made  by  them,  often  place  a  poor  teacher  in  a  more  un- 
favorable position  than  it  would  had  the  proper  course  been  taken. 

We  would  also  call  your  attention  to  the  lamentable  fact  that  quite 
a  number  of  children  are  growing  up  in  our  midst,  in  ignorance,  re- 
ceiving none  of  the  advantages  of  our  schools.  There  is  a  law  upon 
our  statute  entitled  "an  act  to  compel  children  to  attend  school,  and 
in  substance  as  follows  : 

Sec.  1.  "Every  parent,  guardian,  master,  or  other  person,  Inning 
the  custody,  control  or  charge  of  any  child  between  the  age  of  eight 
and  fourteen  years,  residing  in  any  Bchool  district  in  which  a  public 
Bchool  LS annually  taught  for  the  period  of  twelve  weeks  or  more,  with- 
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in  two  miles  by  the  nearest  travelled  road  from  his  residence,  shall 
cause  such  child  to  attend  such  school  for  at  least  twelve  weeks  in 
every  year,  six  weeks  at  least  of  which  attendance  shall  be  consecu- 
tive, unless  such  child  shall  be  excused  from  such  attendance  by  the 
school  committee  of  the  town,  upon  its  being  shown  to  their  satisfac- 
tion that  the  physical  or  mental  condition  of  such  child  was  such  as 
to  prevent  his  attendance  at  school  for  the  period  required,  or  that 
such  child  was  instructed  in  a  private  school  at  home  at  least  twelve 
weeks  during  such  year  in  the  branches  of  education  required  to  be 
taught  in  the  public  schools,  or,  having  acquired  those  branches  in 
other  more  advanced  studies." 

Sec.  3.  "Any  parent,  guardian,  master,  or  other  person  violating 
the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  the  first  offence,  and  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars  for  the  second  and  every  subsequent  offence,  to  be  recovered 
in  an  action  of  debt  in  the  name  of  the  district  within  whose  limits 
the  penalty  was  incurred  by  The  school  committee  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction.  All  penalties  recovered  shall  be  paid  to  the 
district  and  added  to  the  school  money  thereof.11 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  intention  of  the  law  is  right  and  just,  but 
to  enforce  it  in  most  cases  would  be  impossible.  Poverty  may  be 
excusable ;  ignorance  is  not,  and  when  combined,  is  a  curse  to  the 
community.  Our  schools  are  available  to  every  one,  and  provisions 
are  made  for  supplying  books  to  those  in  need,  leaving  '  no  reason 
why  every  child  of  sound  mind  should  not  be  able  to  at  least  read 
and  write.  We  believe  it  a  duty  of  every  citizen  to  see  that  no  child 
should  neglect  the  only  probable  chance  in  life  to  become  a  better 
citizen,  as  in  most  cases  one^  character  is  formed  between  the  ages 
of  eight  and  fourteen.  If  permitted  to  roam  the  fields  and  streets, 
frequenting  shops  and  other  places  of  resort,  it  is  not  difficult  to  con- 
clude what  will  be  their  future  citizenship.  On  the  other  hand,  if 
made  to  attend  school  and  conform  to  its  rules,  the  result  may  be 
vastl}"  different.  No  citizen  should  permit  such  children  to  be  in 
their  employ,  or  to  loiter  around  their  premises  during  school  hours, 
which  is  too  often  the  case. 

In  our  complaint  of  parents,  we  would  not  be  understood  to  mean 
all,  for  we  find  the  majority  alive  to  their  responsibilities,  and  act 
accordingly,  but  as  one  diseased  sheep  infects  the  whole  flock,  so, 
one  or  two  dissatisfied  parents,  or  pupils,  infect  the  whole  school, 
and  in  most  instances  do  more  evil  in  it  than  the  well  disposed 
parents,  or  a  good  teacher  can  do  good.  The  following  synopsis  of 
the  schools,  will  show  that  in  no  instance  has  a  teacher  failed  to  go 
through  with  his  school,  most  giving  more  than  an  average  degree 
of  satisfaction  : 
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DISTRICT  NO,  1. 
This  school  appeared  well  when  I  visited  it,  but  I  cannot  give  a 
report  of  the  progress  made,  as  the  summer  term  closed,  and  the  fall 
term  held  its  session  without  my  knowledge. 

DISTRICT  NO.  2. 
The  services  of  an  excellent  teacher  were  procured,  and  good  ad- 
vancement was  made  in  all  the  studies,  Miss  Vinel  having  the  ad- 
vantage of  a  Normal  training,  and  combined  with  her  natural  ability 
and  experience,  ranks  among  our  best  teachers. 

DISTRQT  NO.  3. 
This  school  was  satisfactory.    The  scholars,  considering  their  age, 
rank  first  in  town.    Miss  Pierce  proved  herself  a  faithful  and  effi- 
cient teacher. 

DISTRICT  NO.  4. 

This  in  many  respects  is  the  most  difficult  school  to  manage  in 
town,  having  a  greater  number  of  scholars,  too  many  classes  for  one 
teacher,  and  an  unsuitable  school  room.  Yet  commendable  improve- 
ment was  made,  especially  during  the  summer  term.  Miss  Clough 
is  a  good  teacher  and  labors  hard  for  the  good  ot  her  pupils.  Nearly 
or  quite  one  half  of  the  scholars  were  absent  at  the  closing  examina- 
tion. We  attach  no  blame  to  the  teacher  for  this.  Let  the  responsi- 
bility rest  where  it  belongs. 

A  private  term  was  taught  in  the  fall  by  Miss  Emma  Chapman. 

DISTRICT  NO.  5. 
For  deportment,  punctuality  and  general  improvement,  this  school 
stands  first. 

DISTRICT  NO.  G. 

The  summer  term  was  all  that  could  be  expected.  A  faithful  and 
industrious  teacher  like  Miss  Wood  is  sure  to  bring  success. 

The  fall  term  was  kept  by  Miss  Cheney,  who  did  well,  it  being  her 
first  attempt. 

DISTRICT  NO.  7. 
An  experienced  tacher  would  have  been  better  for  the  summer 
term.  Still  Miss  French  did  admirably,  considering  her  connection 
with  the  school,  and  it  being  her  first  trial.  The  closing  examina- 
tion of  the  winter  school  gave  evidence  of  good  managem  entan  d 
instruction  and  reflected  much  credit  upon  the  teacher.  Mr.  Ander- 
son is  ;i  young  man  of  good  acquirements  and  deserves  praise  tor  Ins 
faithful  labors. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  8. 
The  summer  and  fall  teems  were  taught  by  Miss  Burr  and  gave 
good  satisfaction  to  the  district  generally.  Punctual  attendance  of 
the  scholars  is  shown  by  the  register.  The  winter  term  was  placed 
under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Smith,  who' is  having  his  first  experience  in 
teaching,  the  school  still  in  session.  Good  order  is  maintained  and 
fair  advancement  has  been  made.  More  absence  and  tardy  marks 
are  shown  upon  the  register  than  this  district  usuall}-  allow.  Why 
is  this? 

DISTRICT  NO.  9. 
The  fall  term  and  the  primary  department,  winter  term  taught  by 
Miss  Scales  compare  favorably  with  the  average  of  schools.  Those 
punctual  in  attendance  were  more  interested  in  their  studies  and  did 
well,  while  those  irregular  in  attendance  have  come  short.  The  de- 
portment has  not  been  quite  satisfactory.  The  summer  term  taught  by 
Miss  Smith,  and  the  winter  term  by  Miss  Marcy  had  the  benefit  of 
two  experienced  and  well  educated  teachers.  Good  instruction  was 
given.  A  little  more  activity  in  the  school  room  would  perhaps  ma- 
terially have  aided  them  in  their  efforts. 

DISTRICT  NO.  10. 
Both  teachers  did  all  that  could  be  expected. 

DISTRICT  NO.  11. 
Had  the  right  man  in  the  right  place.     No  pains  were  spared  by 
Mr.  Mason  for  the  success  of  his  school.    Good  satisfaction  given. 

DISTRICT  NO.  12. 

Miss  DollofT,  a  Normal,  scholar  taught  the  summer  term. 
Thorough  instruction  was  given. 

The  winter  term,  Miss  Burr  teacher,  who  labored  for  a  profitable 
school.  Fair  advancement  was  observed.  A  little  too  easy  in  regard 
to-  order  retarded  her  efforts. 

DISTRICT  NO.  13. 
Had  very  good  schools,  Miss  Webster  taught  the  summer  term. 
Good  results  wTere  shown  at  the  closing  examination.  Miss  Hersey 
taught  the  second  term.  I  failed  to  visit  the  school  at  the  close  of 
the  term,  but  learn  from  the  teacher  that  the  scholars  were  prepared 
for  an  inspection  of  their  labors,  which  is  not  the  case  with  poor  man- 
aged schools. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  14. 

Miss  Pnrmort,  teacher  of  the  summer  term,  grained  the  o-ood  will 
and  praise  of  all,  in  her  first  attempt  at  teaching.  Success  crowned 
her  efforts.  The  fall  term  was  just  what  might  be  expected  under 
the  care  of  Miss  Martin. 

DISTRICT  NO.  15. 

Miss  Torn*  kept  the  summer  term  with  her  usual  success.  The 
fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Bean.  Her  first  trial  at  teaching,  and 
proved  herself  a  successful  teacher. 

♦  DISTRICT  NO.  16. 

This  district  believing  the  best  instruction  the  cheapest,  employed 
two  experienced  teachers. 

In  closing  my  report,  I  wish  to  say,  that  no  one  can  afford  to  fill 
the  responsible  office  of  the  Superintending  Committee,  with  the  care- 
ful and  critical  report  required  by  the  State  Board  of  {Education  for 
the  amount  usually  paid  for  such  service.  I  would  rer<|  amend  that 
three  be  appointed  or  chosen,  that  they  may  consult  and  share  to- 
gether. Three  can  perform  the  duties  as  cheaply  and  economically 
as  one.  JosiAB  Davis,

REPORT 


OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE, 

Of  the  Town  of  Plainfield. 

A  refusal,  on-the  part  of  our  respected  townsman,  elected  to  fill 
this  office  and  who,  in  other  years  had  served  with  so  much  accept- 
ance, left  a  vacancy.  After  some  consideration  and  with  some  re- 
luctance, as  neither  the  honor,  nor  the  compensation  offered  much 
inducement,  your  present  incumbent  entered  upon  his  duties, 
mainly  from  a  love  of  the  work  and  a  desire  to  aid  the  teachers 
and  scholars.  Others  might  have  done  this  as  well,  if  not  better  ; 
but  the  reward  would  have  been  theirs  and  not  his.  A  carefully 
prepared  report  of  the  year's  work  in  the  matter  of  education, 
participated  in  by  the  Superintendent,  Teachers,  Scholars  and 
Citizens,  is,  by  law,  made  the  duty  of  the  School  Board  at  the  close 
of  each  official  term. 

In  visiting  the  schools  at  various  times  and  in  different  terms, 
we  have  found  much  more  to  commend  than  to  censure.  In  the 
examination  of  teachers  and  in  our  visits  in  schools,  we  have  made 
them  as  informal  as  possible  Our  purpose  has  been  to  help  the 
teachers  to  a  better  method  of  teaching,  and  the  scholars  to  an  im- 
proved manner  of  studying.  It  is  needless  perhaps  to  say  that  our 
success  has  not  been  complete.  We, — the  committee,  teachers, 
scholars  and  parents — ought  to  become  so  thoroughly  interested 
and  completely  united  in  raising  the  standard  of  success  in  our 
schools,  until  we  should  be  behind  no  town  in  the  county  in  the 
results  obtained  from  year  to  year.  When  these  four  factors  in  the 
education  of  our  children,  perfectly  harmonize,  there  will  be  no 
failures.  We  are  not  up  to  this  standard ;  yet  we  have  much  to  en- 


courage  us.  We  have  spoken  only  of  parents,  but  there  is  another 
class  to  whom  we  would  say  a  word.  They  are  the  unmarried  and 
the  married  who  have  no  children  to  send.  Do  not  step  down  and 
out  because  of  this  fact,  but  be,  if  possible  as  interested  as  though 
you  had  a  dozen  children  in  the  school.  Make  the  children  of  the 
district  and  town  yours'  and  be  willing  to  make  some  sacrifice  for 
their  good.  Be  willing  to  help  furnish  a  good  school-house  and 
pay  for  a  good  school.  If  board  is  to  be  given,  be  ready  to  say  to 
the  committee,  if  you  have  a  home,  send  the  teacher  to  my  house 
for  one  or  two  weeks.  A  few  such  instances  of  benevolence  would 
change  the  spirit  in  an  entire  neighborhood. 

There  has  been  much  enthusiasm  in  the  teaching  force  and  a 
very  commendable  response  from  scholars  and  friends.  Some 
schools  have  manifested  a  high  degree  of  interest,  beyond  our  ex- 
pectations, others  have  fallen  below.  Our  parental  duty  in  our 
schools,  as  re.pects  attendance,  tardiness  and  co-operating  with  the 
committee  and  teachers,  we  would  refer  you  to  the  very  excellent 
report  of  the  last  year.  Turn  back  and  read  it  again.  What  has 
been  so  well  and  forcibly  said  need  not  be  repeated.  If  this  ad- 
vice had  been  heeded,  we  should  have  escaped  some  breakers  into 
which  our  school  craft  has  run. 

Your  last  years  report  also  gave  you  the  law,  entitled  "  An  act 
to  compel  children  between  the  ages  of  8  and  1 4  years  to  attend 
school  for  a  period  of  12  weeks  annually,  and  6  of  these  to  be  con- 
secutive, unless  excused  by  the  Superintending  Committee."  This 
is  deci  ledly  the  best  method  of  notification.  Remember  that  for 
the  first  offence  the  fine  is  $10.  and  for  every  succeeding  offence 
it  is  $20.  to  be  recovered  by  the  Committee  in  any  court  of  com- 
petant  jurisdiction.  We  do  not  know  of  any  such  violation,  but, 
we  w  ould  not  be  surprised  if  there  were  some,  if  we  knew  all  about 
the  children  between  8  and  12  years  of  age.  I  would  warn  you  to 
look  out  for  the  coming  committee  for  he  will  probably  be  more 
vigilent  than  the  present  has  been. 

The  money  recovered  is  to  be  added  to  the  school  money  of 
the  district,  where  the  violation  occurred.  But  there  is  one  draw- 
back to  the  golden  prospect  of  the  district  where  these  violations 
are.  It  is  almost  impossible  in  those  cases  to  recover.  It  is  like 
attempting  to  draw  waterfrom  a  dry  well. 
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A  brief  Summary  of  the  work  performed. 

We  have  had  36  terms  ;  1  a  private  school ;  4  districts  have  held 
3  terms  each  ;  11,  2  each,  and  1  has  had  but  a  single  term  ;  26 
teachers  have  been  employed,  3'male  and  23  female.  Your  Com- 
mittee has  examined  critically  23  of  these  teachers,  3  were  not  ex- 
amined ;  1  taught  the  private  school ;  the  other  2  were  experi- 
enced teachers  and  deemed  to  be  all  right  for  work  without ;  78 
visits  made  ;  370  miles  traveled  ;  books  furnished  to  the  school  at 
cost  from  publishers  ;  making  a  saving  of  about  $20.  to  the  fami- 
lies.   Average  wages  $18.50. 

_     School  Houses 

Nos.  1,  2,  and  i  i^are  in  good  condition,  light  and  pleasant  and 
well  painted.  No.  3,  needs  the  windows  lowered  so  that  they  can 
be  seen  ;  and  the  studding  brought  down  from  5  to  6  feet,  and 
then  it  would  make  a  pleasant  room.  A  school  room  should  be 
made  as  cheerful  and  homelike  as  possible.  No.  4,  p;omises  ex- 
ternally better  than  it  opens.  The  stove  is  badly  situated  for  the 
comfort  of  the  scholars,  and  the  room  is  too  small  for  the  school. 
There  is  a  good  deal  of  ventilation  but  all  in  the  wrong  place,  as 
the  children  could  testify,  who  have  felt  the  cold  air  pressing  up 
through  the  cracks  in  the  floor,  to  fill  the  vacancy  made  by  the 
warm  air  escaping  elsewhere.  A  wit  would  smile  in  looking  at  the 
outer  door,  thinking  what  a  jolly  time  the  lock  and  key  would  have 
laughing  at  the  big  hole  through  the  door  below  them,  holding 
fast  their  iron  grasp,  while  they  heard  the  unruly  boys  at  night 
crawling  through  and  entering  the  school  room  and  making  free 
with  the  teachers  rule  and  bell,  and  burying  them  in  the  ashes  in 
the  stove  ;  a  deed  which  if  looked  up  would  give  them  a  ticket  to 
the  Reform  School,  for  several  terms  without  tuition.  Their  names 
could  easily  be  given  t>ut  we  spare  them.  To  the  legal  voters  of 
No.  4,  we  would  say  "your  school  house  dishonors  you  ;  arise 
and  build  something  worthy  of  your  name  and  place.'9 

Nos.  5  and  8  have  stood  the  burning  of  the  sun  and  beating  of 
the  storms  too  long  without  a  coat.  Give  them  a  good  white  coat 
and  your  property  would  increase  in  value  in  the  district  more  than 
enough  to  pay  for  the  coat.    Repair  the  sheds  and  tidy  up  around 
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the  houses,  and  then,  who  can  tell  how  much  you  would  enjoy. 

No.  7  needs  a  pretty  general  overhauling  to  make  it  attractive. 
This  school  is  among  the  four  largest  and  ought  to  have  a  better 
house. 

No ,  6  and  1 2  are  comfortable  houses  and  answer  their  purpose 
very  well,  only  it  would  improve  them,  if  they  were  well  dressed 
over  with  lead  and  oil. 

No.  9  should  be  remodelled  inside.  The  seats  should  be  turned, 
or  better,  new  ones  put  in,  and  placed  at  the  south  end  of  the 
room,  so  that  the  light  would  fall  over  the  childrens  shoulders,  upon 
their  books,  instead  of  shining  into  their  faces.  They  would  then 
face  the  fire  instead  of  sitting  with  their  backs  to  it.  Then  let  the 
teacher's  desk  be  placed  on  the  north  or  south  side  the  stove  just 
at  the  corner  of  the  projection.  No  13  has  lost  one  house  by 
fire,  and  has  an  apology  for  one  left.  They  need  a  new  house 
and  perhaps  a  change  of  location.  This  is  talked  of,  if  your  com- 
mittee is  righdy  informed.  Nos.  10,  14,  15  and  16,  are  among 
the  antiquities  of  the  age,  but  they  seem  comfortable  and  cozy  in 
summer  and  as  they  are  not  used  in  winter,  they  serve  very  well. 
As  the  sum  of  the  scholars  in  the  three  districts  is  but  12,  there 
is  not  much  encouragement  to  expend  much  on  them. 

Books. 

No  new  books  have  been  introduced,  except  for  a  small  class  of 
beginners  in  grammar.  These  were  furnished  with  Swinton's 
Language  Lessons.  The  Franklin  series  of  Readers  have  been  in 
use  three  years,  but  the  old  books  are  not  all  remjved.  A  few  turn 
up  from  sonu  unknown  hiding  place  almost  every  term.  The 
publishers  have  offered  every  inducement  they  could  to  remove 
them.  The  agent  has  kindly  furnished  4  sets  for  the  4  largest 
schools  in  town  free  of  cost  ;  the  market  value  of  which  is  about 
$12.  These  were  placed  in  Dists.  Nos.  7,  3  and  9.  We  would  say 
to  the  prudential  committee,  see  that  these  books  are  carefully 
kept.  We  negotiated  for  all  the  districts,  but  as  the  books  had 
been  in  use  a  legal  time,  they  thought  it  not  prudent  to  make  too 
large  a  gift.  The  account  of  the  books  furnished,  still  unpaid  is  in 
my  hands,  and  will  after  6  weeks  be  passed  over  to  the  Selectmen. 
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Teachers  and  Schools. 
The  inexperienced  teachers  employed  has  been  40  per.  cent.  If 
this  ratio  should  continue  for  any  considerable  time  our  schools 
would  practically  be  training  schools  for  other  places.  Most  of 
these  lacked  a  thorough  preparation  ;  but  many  of  the  s  :hoo!s  are 
small,  and  but  little  money,  and  there  is  a  desire  and  perhaps  a 
seeming  necessity  "to  hire  cheep."  They  have  succeeded  well 
under  the  circumstances. 

DISTRICT    NO.  1. 

HENRY  BRYANT,  AGENT. 

The  2  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Julia  C.  Austin  of  West  Leba- 
non. Miss  Austin  has  had  some  experience  and  was  interested  and 
earnest  in  her  work.  The  school  made  good  improvement  and 
gave  general  satisfaction. 

DISTRICT    NO.  2. 

HENRY    FULLER,  AGENT. 

This  school  was  in  charge  of  Louise  A.  Smith  and  was  well 
taught,  the  progress  and  appearance  of  the  school  was  good.  The 
classes  in  geogr^>hy  and  arithmetic  and  reading  were  of  much  in- 
terest. Miss  Smith  is  an  excellent  reader ;  her  style  is  natural  but 
lacking  in  force.    Register  sadly  deficient. 

DISTRICT    NO.  3. 

C.     D.    COLBY,  AGENT. 

The  first  term  closed  after  3  weeks  because  of  sickness  among 
the  scholars,  and  the  last  term  after  6  weeks  from  sickness  of  the 
teacher.  Miss  Carrie  E.  Town  of  Lebanon  taught  the  1st  and  2nd 
terms  with  very  good  acceptance.  She  was  inexperienced,  but 
showed  good  teaching  qualities  and  became  much  interested  in  the 
work.  The  school  was  well  managed  and  well  taught.  The  3d 
term  was  under  the  care  of  Miss  L.  F.  Wood  of  West  Lebanon.  It 
appeared  well  at  the  commencement,  but  closing  so  soon  we  can 
not  speak  of  results. 

DISTRICT   NO.  4. 

S.    C.   DOW,  AGENT. 

This  is  a  large  school  and  ought  to  be  a  good  one.  There  are 
great  interests  at  stake  where  there  are  so  many  scholars. 

The  summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Mary  R.  Taylor.  This 
teacher  is  one  of  our  best  She  carried  the  school  through  this  term 
quietly  and  with  fair  success,  A  private  term  was  taught  in  the  fall 
by  Miss  Lucy  Westgate,  we  did  not  visit  it  as  we  hoped  to  do  but 
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hear  it  commended.  The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Mr  Willie  G. 
Cain  of  Newport.  This  was  his  first  trial  and  he  thought  some- 
times, perhaps  it  would  be  his  last.  There  is  however  no  reason 
for  discouragement  of  teacher,  or  parents:  they  can  no  doubt  both 
do  better.  It  cannot  be  said  of  him  hereafter  that  he  is  inexperi- 
enced, for  he  realized  about  as  much  of  experience  in  this  term,  as 
is  usually  obtained  in  four.  The  opening  of  the  school  appeared 
well,  we  then  feared  that  he  might  be  too  lenient,  some  thought 
otherwise  afterwards.  He  felt  that  ^ood  order  demanded  the 
punishment  of  some  disorderly  members.  This  awakened  opposi 
tion  and  the  matter  became  the  exciting  subject  of  conversation. 
Some  blaming  the  teacher,  others  the  parents.  Some  thought  the 
teacher  ought  to  be  turned  out,  others  thought  the  parents  should 
be,  and  amid  it  all  most  of  the  children  did  turn  out.  But  a  few 
of  the  scholars  attended  the  last  4  weeks.  We  cannot  blame  the 
teacher  much  for  not  making  out  his  average  attendance  or 
percentage.  As  near  as  we  can  ascertain  the  everage  attendance 
is  about  18  per  ct.  45.  Here  is  a  sad  wrong  some  where.  If  all 
the  scholars  had  made  good  improvement  while  they  did  attend,  of 
which  there  is  not  much  probability,  the  loss  would  be  not  less 
than  $50.  It  is  true  that  another  thing  is#o  be  considered,  those 
who  attended  through  the  term  received  more  attention  and  con- 
sequently made  greater  progress.  The  examination  of  a  small  class 
of  girls,  young  in  years  ;  exceeded  anything  we  have  ever  seen  in 
the  correctness,  and  manner  of  their  recitations.  These  scholars 
did  honor  to  themselves  and  their  teacher.  We  have  been  present 
at  hundreds  of  examinations  an  1  we  have  never  seen  any  thing 
more  excellent  than  this.  In  R-.m  ling.  Arithmetic,  Geography, 
Phonetics,  Spelling  and  Speaking  we  should  mark  them  100.  In 
all  the  scholars  had  attended  through  the  term,  and  accomplished 
as  much  as  those  that  did,  the  school  would  have  been  one  of  the 
best,  if  not  the  very  best  in  the  state. 

DISTRICT    NO.  5. 
I),  c.  WBSTOATB,  AGENT. 

The  2  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Lizzie  V.  Clark.  This  is  not  a 
forward  school,  but  orderly  and  studious.  Every  thing  was  pleas, 
ant  ;  the  interest  good  and  progress  commendable.  Miss  Clark's 
method  of  teaching  is  good  and  she  well  sustained  her  former  re- 
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putation  as  one  of  ouf  best  instructors.

But  2  terms  of  this  school  .were  taught  by  Miss  Ida  M.  Williams.

She  possesses  many  qualifications  necessary  to  a  good 
teacher.  Being  out  of  town  at  the  close  of  the  second  term  we 
did  not  visit  but  once.    We  have  heard  favorable  reports  of  it.

She  worked  hard  for  the  good  of  the  school  but  failed  to  bring 
into  that  orderly  state  necessary  for  the  best  results'.  Her  health 
and  strength  was  hardly  equal  to  the  task,  n  Much  <of  her  clear  in- 
struction was  lost  for  want  of  attention.  sThe  winter  term  was 
taught  by  Miss  Mary  E.  Daniels  with  good  acceptance.  The  schol- 
ars are  not  advanced,  but  some  of  rhem  were  much  interested  and 
made  good  progress,  and  we  should  judge  it 'to  have  been  a  pro- 
fitable term.  We  cannot  speak  of  it  as  we  would  like,  not  visiting 
it  at  the  close.

This  school  has  diminished  in  the  number  of  scholars  within  a 
few  years.  The  largest  number  reported  is  28.  Three  terms  were 
taught,  each  by  a  different  teacher.  Miss  Mary  E.  Sleeper  taught 
the  first  term,  which  was  broken  somewhat  by  sickness.  The  or- 
der and  instruction  was  of  the"  first-class  and  the  results  every  way 
satisfactory.  The  2nd  term  was  under  the  care  of  Miss  Stella  C. 
Patrick.  Miss  P.  is  an  energetic,  and  efficient  teacher,  but  of  less 
experience  than  the  former,  and  did  not  perform  her  work  so 
easily  or  seem  quite  so  much  at  home  in  it.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE, 

For  the  Year  Ending-  March  1st,  1882, 


SUMMER  SCHOOLS, 


Your  Committee  has  thought  that  the  reputation  of  the 
teachers  was  too  important  to  be  subjected  to  a  rigid  criticism, 
such  as  no  other  servants  of  the  public  are  forced  to  see  put  in 
print  before  their  fellow  townsmen  ;  so  he  has  spoken  in  gen- 
eral terms  of  each  school,  and  made  some  suggestions  about 
the  failures,  in  the  general  report  which  follows. 

SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

In  two  districts,  Nos.  3  and  4,  houses  have  been  renovated 
inside  and  outside.  Nearly  all  the  rest  need  some  repairs. 
Not  to  mention  paint,  the  plastering  is  off  or  blackened  by  long 
use  ;  the  paper  old  and  defaced ;  the  stove  and  its  pipe  often 
rusty  and  unsightly,  and  the  blackboard  unpainted.  Even  with 
a  small  amount  of  money,  it  may  be  best  to  expend  a  little  in 
making  the  rooms  comfortable  and  pleasant,  where  the  children 
are  to  receive  some  of  the  strongest  impressions  of  their  life. 

If  citizens  would  give  a  little  labor,  and  the  agent  use  a 
small  sum,  and  teacher  and  scholars  bring  in  all  the  beauty 
possible  in  the  way  of  pictures  and  flowers,  every  school-room 
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could  be  made  positively  attractive.  Try  it.  friends,  and  sec 
if  it  does  not  pay. 

TEACHERS. 

The  teachers  have  labored  with  fidelity,  but  with  varying 
.success.  Most  in  the  summer  schools  were  young  and  inexpe- 
rienced, and  need  larger  acquirements  before  they  can  do  really 
good  work.  One  or  two  terms  at  least  in  the  Normal  school, 
or  at  some  good  academy,  would  be  a  great  help  to  them. 

We  cannot  have  a  much  higher  order  of  common  schools, 
till  the  teachers  have  a  higher  standard  of  instruction  and  know- 
how  to  realize  it.  Yet.  they  have  labored  faithfully,  and  in 
most  cases  fully  earned  all  that  was  paid  them. 

To  the  teachers  we  say,  fit  yourselves  for  the  best  work 
possible.  Visit  the  best  schools  in  your  reach,  and  aim  to  do 
something  more  than  to  ask  the  printed  question  and  note  the 
answer. 

BOOKS  AND  RECITATIONS. 

At  the  outset  no  changes  were  intended  in  the  text-books, 
hut  an  agent  offered  to  exchange  arithmetics  and  spellers  with- 
out cost,  giving  a  new  book  for  an  old  one,  which, after  exami- 
nation of  the  books,  was  gladly  accepted.  From  the  rivalry  of 
the  publishers,  for  once,  our  schools  have  received  profit. 

The  Spenceiian  writing  books  have  been  used  with  much 
satisfaction  the  past  year,  and  if  every  scholar  would  take  the 
tracing  book  first,  and  then  the  number  recommended  a  few 
terms  afterward,  a  good  handwriting  would  in  most  eases  be 
secured.  Will  not  teachers  and  parents  co-operate  with  the 
pupils,  and  obtain  this  fundamental  of  ;t  common  school  edu- 
cation?   A  good  beginning  has  already  been  made. 

With  more  painstaking  and  careful  drill,  our  teachers  can 
correct  the  common  faults  of  rapid  and  indistinct  enunciation 
in  reading. 

In  all  the  schools  (here  is  ;i  good  wall  map  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, which  the  teachers  and   scholars  should   faithfully  use. 

Quite  as  necessary  as  this  are  outline  maps  of  the  hemis- 
pheres, of  the  different  countries,  and  especially  of  the  United 
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States.  These,  if  faithfully  used,  would  give  tenfold  more  val* 
liable  information  than  is  commonly  learned.  These  outline 
maps  are  so  cheap  that  any  school  might  have  them. 

Grammar  is  but  little  studied,  and  often  the  text  book  is 
too  difficult  for  beginners.  Some  primary  book  would  help 
teachers  and  scholars  much  more  than  one  that  has  been  in 
some  of  the  schools  for  a  quarter  of  a  century. 

Sometimes  our  schools  suffer,  as  everywhere  else  under  the 
district  S3'stem,  from  nepotism,— being -managed  in  the  interest 
of  one  person  and  his  friends,  instead  of  that  of  all.  Is  there 
no  way  to  correct  this? 

DISTRICT  NO.  U 
This  was  a  small  school  taught  by  an  experienced  teacher^ 
Miss  Louise  A.  Smith,    There  seemed  to  be  faithful  work  on 
the  part  of  the  teachers  and  scholars. 

DISTRICT  NO.  2. 

Miss  Ada  L.  Hall  of  West  Lebanon  here  entered  upon  her 
ttrst  experience  as  a  teacher.  A  little  more  enthusiasm  and 
promptness  throughout  the  school  wrould  have  improved  it. 
Considerable  progress  seemed  apparent.  The  writing-books 
were  specially  commendable, 

DISTRICT  NO.  3. 
No  summer  school. 

DISTRICT  NO.  4. 

This  school  had  the  advantage  of  a  teacher  of  large  expe- 
rience, Miss  Addie  J.  Parker  of  Windsor,  Vt.,  who  at  the  first 
visit  showed  tact  and  energy  in  her  work,  and  the  school  prom* 
ised  success.  A  good  globe  and  outline  maps  are  found  in 
this  school. 

DISTRICT  NO.  5. 
This  school  was  taught  by  Miss  Mattie  E.  Weld  of  Cor- 


fnVh,  who  labored  with  fidelity  for  the  interests  of  her  charge- 
On  our  second  visit,  we  found  hut  one  scholar.  If  a  private 
feud  in  the  district  was  the  cause  of  withdrawal,  it  is  too  cost- 
ly. The  children  should  not  suffer  from  the  discords  of  their 
elders. 

DISTRICT  NO.  6. 

Miss  Alma  F,  Morse,  teacher.  She  showed  a  desire  to  do 
the  best  work  possible  in  the  school-room,  and,  like  some 
others,  should  be  encouraged  to  gain  experience,  and  the  best 
attainments  possible  for  the  work. 

DISTRICT  NO.  7. 

Miss  Nellie  1.  Wood,  the  teacher,  found  this  a  more  diffi- 
cult charge  than  she  had  before  undertaken.  It  is  quite  a  large 
school  of  small  scholars,  who  need  a  teacher  of  great  tact  and 
large  resources.  This  teacher  labored  well,  and  with  some 
success. 

DISTRICT  NO.  8. 

This  was  one  of  our  largest  and  best  summer  schools, 
taught  by  Miss  Hattie  L.  Child  of  Cornish.  The  order  and 
progress  were  excellent.  Some  of  the  most  promising  young 
scholars  in  town  are  found  here. 

DISTRICT  NO.  9. 

This  school  again  enjoyed  the  services  of  Miss  Mary  A. 
Freeman,  a  teacher  ot  large  experience  and  success.  Energy 
and  thoroughness  marked  this  school  the  whole  session.  It  was 
the  banner  school  in  improvement  in  penmanship.  The  geog- 
raphy classes  showed  that  they  had  studied  the  maps  to  some 
purpose,  and  could  draw  them. 

The  pupils  made  good  advancement  in  all  studies.  There 
is  a  great  gain  in  continuing  a  first-class  teacher  through  the 
year. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  10. 

This  was  o  small  school,  taught  by  Miss  May  L.  Sinclair, 
who  brought  to  her  work  good  scholarship,  and  an  apparent  de- 
sire to  make  her  first  attempt  at  teaching  a  success.  Some  im- 
provement was  manifest. 

DISTRICT  NO.  12. 

Miss  Flora  Richardson  of  Cornish  taught  the  summer  term 
with  commendable  fidelity  and  success.  The  younger  scholars 
id  reading  made  much  progress,  and  an  arithmetic  class  showed, 
■careful  teaching  and  study, 

DISTRICT  NO.  13, 

This  school  .seemed  to  he  managed  with  tact  and  energy  by 
Miss  Bernice  L.  Day  of  Enfield,  who  gives  promise  of  larger 
success  with  continued  experience. 

Like  some  other  small  schools  this  contains  some  excellent 
material. 

DISTRICT  NO.  14. 

Miss  Emma  A.  Eaton,  who  taught  the  summer  term,  had 
the  advantage  of  acquaintance  and  gave  herself  understanding- 
ly  to  the  work.  As  in  some  other  schools,  teacher  and  scholars 
had  done  much  to  beautify  the  school-room. 

DISTRICT  NO.  15. 

No  summer  school. 

DISTRICT  NO.  16. 

This  small  but  interesting  school  again  enjoyed  the  ser- 
vices of  Miss  Katie  L.  Howe  of  Lebanon.  Excellent  work  was 
done,  and  some  of  our  brightest  pupils  are  found  in  this  old 
school-house,  of  the  pattern  graphically  described  in  one  of 
his  stories,  by  Dr.  Holland.  It  is  still  comfortable  for  a  sum- 
mer  school,  and  the  unique  arrangement  of  seats  and  desks 
may  well  be  preserved  as  a  relict  of  by-gone  days. 


In  taking  leave  of  parents,  teachers  and  pupils,  let  me 
(hank  one  and  all  for  their  kindness,  and  the  pleasant  relation 
sustained  will  ever  be  a  golden  memory.

DISTRICT  NO.  U 

A  fall  term  of  twelve  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Minnie 
teeanw  This  was  her  first  attempt  at  teaching,  and  she  put 
forth  her  best  efforts  to  make  it  a  success.  This  is  a  school  of 
small  scholars  and  is  not  advanced-    A  greater  degree  of  con- 
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fidence  on  the  part  of  the  scholars,  would  have  made  a  better 
appearance  of  the  school  at  examination.

DISTRICT  NO.  2. 

The  winter  term  of  twelve  weeks  was  under  the  instruction 
of  Miss  Julia  A.  Whitaker,  who  brought  a  large  experience 
and  good  scholarship  to  the  work,  and  put  forth  her  best  efforts 
for  the  benefit  of  her  charge.  There  is  some  good  material  in 
this  school,  and  the  closing  examination  gave  proof  that  teach- 
er and  scholars  had  labored  together  and  secured  satisfactory 
results.  Some  very  good  readers  are  found  here,  and  the  first 
class  showed  careful  study  and  excellent  drill.

DISTRICT  NO.  3. 

A  fall  term  of  twelve  weeks  opened  Aug.  15.  with  Miss 
Ida  M.  Williams  of  Cornish  as  teacher.  This  school  is  com- 
posed m.ainly  of  small  scholars,  and  under  Miss  Williams'  in- 
struction showed  very  marked  improvement  in  most  of  the 
studies  pursued.  A  class  in  geography  merited  special  notice 
for  the  prompt  and  accurate  answers  in  regard  to  the  general 
geography  of  our  own  country. 

The  services  of  Miss  Williams  were  secured  for  the  winter 
term,  and  by  her  acquaintance  with  the  scholars  commenced 
work  without  that  delay  usually  attending  the  first  da}Ts  of  a 
term  with  a  new  teacher.  The  final  examination  gave  evidence 
of  careful  stud}7,  thorough  instruction,  and  gains  for  Miss  Wil- 
liams an  enviable  reputation  as  a  teacher  in  our  common  schools.

DISTRICT  NO.  4. 

The  fall  term  was  commenced  by  Miss  Addie  J.  Parker  of 
Windsor,  Vt.,  who  had  charge  of  the  summer  school.  This  is 
the  largest  school  in  town,  numbering  41,  and  at  my  first  visit 
gave  promise  of  success,  in  most  respects.    Sickness  of  the

teacher,  however,  made  i!  impossible  for  her  to  finish  the  term, 
•and  she  closed  the  school  at  the  expiration  of  |bout  sever* 
weeks,  or  before  I  made  a  final  visit.  Universal  satisfaction 
was  not  given,  though  Miss  Parker's  method  of  teaching  and 
discipline  showed  many  points  of  excellence. 

A  winter  term  of  six  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  May  L. 
Eowe  of  Bellows  Falls,  Vt. .  who  commenced  with  a  desire  to 
discharge  her  duty  faithfully,  but  became  somewhat  discouraged 
by  not  having  the  co-operation  of  parents  in  regard  to  some 
matters  of  discipline.  Improvement  was  made  in  some  studies 
but  not  as  marked  as  might  have  been  under  different  circum- 
stances. 

In  justice  to  teachers  and  also  to  the  scholars  I  am  com- 
pelled to  say,  that  in  1113- judgment  the  burden  of  responsibility 
does  not  rest  upon  them  alone  ;  and  further,  that  no  material 
and  satisfactory  benefit  can  be  realized  for  the  expenditure  of 
money  in  this  district,  until  parents,  guardians  and  citizens 
come  to  the  support  of  the  teacher  with  expressions  of  encour- 
agement, rather  than  making  some  trifling  deficiency  in  the 
method  of  teaching  or  manner  of  discipline  the  theme  of  gossip 
in  presence  of  the  pupils. 

To  those  personally  interested  in  this  school,  let  me  say. 
your  children  cannot  afford  to  lose  the  benefit  of  a  term,  or 
even  of  one  week  of  school.  Many  of  them  are  nearly  through 
their  school-days,  and  that  time  spent  in  the  school-room  is  the 
period  of  life  when  the  mind  is  most  susceptible  of*  influence, 
and  the  time  when  the  foundation  of  that  character  is  laid  which 
shall  either  make  them  useful  citizens,  honorable  men  and 
women,  or  lead  them  to  cast  a  shadow  on  the  community  in 
which  they  live,  and  parents  to  grieve  for  their  misdeeds. 
Hence,  let  me  urge,  secure  the  best  teachers,  and  then  encour- 
age and  support  them  in  their  good  endeavors,  by  sending  the 
children  to  school  to  cheerfully  conform  to  the  requirements  of 
the  teacher,  even  if  all  of  them  do  not  seem  to  acoord  with 
personal  views.

The  winter  term  of  five  weeks  was  taught  b}-  Mr.  W.  GL 
Cain  of  Newport.  The  school  was  discontinued  for  a  few 
weeks  on  account  of  sickness  of  teacher.  Interruption  in  a 
term  is  always  detrimental  to  success.  The  benefit  derived 
from  schools  in  this  district  the  past  year  is  not  what  it  should 
have.  been.    The  filling  of  the  register  was  very  deficient. 

Darwin  Jordan,  Prudential  Committee. 

DISTRICT  NO.  6. 

A  fall  term  of  nine  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Julia  A., 
Whitaker.  The  attendance  was  not  as  regular  as  is  necessary 
for  the  best  advancement  in  a  school.  The  improvement  was 
as  great  as  could  be  expected  under  the  circumstances. 

Geo.  T.  Avery,  Prudential  Committee. 

DISTRICT  NO.  7. 

The  winter  school  of  eight  weeks  was  taught  by  Mr.  John 
Porter.  This  was  Mr.  Porter's  first  school,  and  in  some  re- 
spects did  credit  to  himself.  Marked  improvement  was  mani  - 
fest in  arithmetic  and  geography.  More  drill  in  reading,  and  a 
more  thorough  knowledge  of  the  use  of  punctuation  would  be 
advisable  in  this  school. 

J.  Porter,  Prudential  Committee. 

DISTRICT  NO.  8. 

A  short  fall  term  of  six  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Child, 
teacher  of  the  summer  school,  who  has  the  happy  faculty  of 
gaining  the  confidence  of  her  scholars,  and  by  her  lucid  expla- 
nation, the  school  advanced  rapidly.  A  class  of  small  scholars 
in.  geography  deserves  special  mention.  The  order  was  excel- 
lent. Miss  Child  ranks  high  as  a  teacher,  and  any  district  will 
be  fortunate  if  it  secures  her  services  as  a  teacher. 

Miss  Hattie  Burr,  who  has  taught  in  this  district  previous- 
ly,  had  charge  of  the  winter  school  of  ten  weeks.    This  school 
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has  quite  a  number  of  large  scholars,  who  seemed  to  realize 
that  the  work  done  by  them  at  the  district  school  must  be  done 
immediately.  An  advanced  class  in  arithmetic  did  seme  good 
board  work  in  practical  problems.  A  class  in  geography  passed 
a  rigid  examination  on  general  questions  pertaining  to  the  new 
world,  which  reflected  credit  on  themselves  and  teacher.  The 
parents  manifest  great  interest  in  this  school,  and  a  larger  num- 
ber were  present  at  the  closing  examination  than  any  other  in 
town.  The  house  has  been  repaired  and  is  now  one  of  the  best 
in  town.  This  district  has  been  fortunate  in  the  selection  of 
teachers  the  entire  year. 

L.  H.  Sanderson,  Prudential  Committee. 

DISTRICT  NO.  9. 

The  fall  term  of  eight  weeks  was  again  taught  by  Miss 
Freeman,  with  her  usual  success.  The  final  examination  showed 
good  order  and  thorough  training.  Miss  Freeman  takes  a  front 
rank  as  a  teacher,  and  her  services  should  be  retained  in  town. 

Mr.  Ora  C.  Davis  had  charge  of  the  winter  school  of 
twelve  weeks.  This  school  has  more  large  scholars  than  any 
other  in  town,  and  the  higher  classes  are  more  advanced.  Mr. 
Davis  brought  to  the  work  a  large  experience,  and  his  efforts 
to  make  this  school  rank  among  the  first  in  town  were  rewarded 
at  the  closing  examination,  which  was  very  satisfactory.  Some 
board  work  of  practical  examples  in  arithmetic  reflected  credit 
on  the  class.  Some  excellent  readers  are  found  here,  with  one 
objection,  that  of  reading  too  fast,  which  is  the  case  in  other 
schools . 

Willaud  Hkvwakd,  Prudential  Committee. 

DISTRICT  NO  10. 

A  fall  term  of  ten  weeks  was  taught  by  Grace  V.  Wood. 
This  is  a  small  school,  and  composed  mostly  of  small  scholars. 
A  noticeable  improvement  was  made  in  most  of  the  studies  pur- 
sued.   But  one  family  is  represented  in  this  school. 

John  B.  Moohk,  Prudential  Committee. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  11. 

This  district  has  had  but  one  school  during  the  year,  the 
winter  term  being  taught  by  Herbert  E.  Ward.  This  is  not  an 
advanced  school,  and  Mr.  Ward  attempted  to  do  a  little  too 
much  with  them.  More  care  on  the  part  of  the  scholars,  in  re- 
gard to  the  meaning  of  questions  put  and  answers  to  be  given, 
would  have  made  the  standard  of  recitation  higher.  Mr.  Ward 
is  a  fine  student,  and,  with  experience,  will  rank  high  as  a 
teacher.  The  school-house  is  finely  located,  and  with  the  new 
coat  of  paint,  and  other  repairs  recently  made,  it  presents  a 
very  inviting  appearance. 

Wm.  C.  True,  Prudential  Committee. 

DISTRICT  NO.  12. 

The  fall  term  of  nine  weeks  was  again  under  the  instruc- 
tion of  Miss  Richardson,  who  fully  sustained  the  reputation  of 
the  preceding  term.  This  school  is  composed  wholly  of  small 
scholars,  and  the  advancement  in  all  classes  was  satisfactory. 
This  school  will  compare  favorably  with  any  in  town  in  the 
improvement  made  by  all  classes,  particularly  reading.

DISTRICT  NO.  13. 

This  district  was  fortunate  in  again  securing  the  services 
of  Miss  B.  L.  Day  of  Enfield.  Miss  Day  taught  her  first  term 
in  this  district,  and  each  succeeding  term  verifies  the  theory  of 
retaining  good  teachers  through  the  year.  The  management 
and  instruction  was  systematic  and  thorough,  a  good  degree  of 
interest  was  manifested  on  the  part  of  the  scholars,  and  the 
final  examination  was  satisfactory  in  every  particular.

DISTRICT  NO.  14. 

A  fall  term  of  nine  weeks  was  taught  by  Mr.  Thomas  Had- 
ley.    This  was  his  first  experience  as  a  teacher,  and  he  com 
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rnenced  with  a  determination  to  succeed,  and  his  expectations 
were  realized.  Much  improvement  was  noticed  in  penmanship, 
and  a  general  thoroughness  in  the  other  branches.  A  general 
interest  on  the  part  of  parents  contributed  much  to  the  success 
of  this  school.

DISTRICT  NO.  15. 

This  school  has  had  the  advantage  of  but  one  term  of 
school  during  the  year,  that  being  the  winter  term  taught  by 
Mr.  E.  Porter  Barrows,  who  has  a  practical  knowledge  of  the 
wants  of  the  district  school,  and  the  faculty  of  communicating 
the  same  to  others,  especially  mathematics.  This  was  his  first 
school,  and  we  predict  for  him  a  high  reputation  should  he 
make  teaching  his  vocation.

DISTRICT  NO.  16. 

The  fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Howe,  who  has  had  charge 
of  the  school  for  several  terms,  and  has  given  perfect  satisfac- 
tion. It  is  a  small  school,  composed  entirely  of  3'oung 
scholars.  Some  of  the  best  readers  in  town,  considering  age, 
are  found  in  this  school.

We  have  thus  briefly  given  the  result  of  our  examination 
in  the  several  districts,  space  forbidding  an  extended  notice  of 
each  school.  A  few  suggestions  in  regard  to  the  general  con- 
dition of  our  schools  may  not  be  out  of  place.  There  have 
been  employed  during  the  year  31  teachers,  20  of  this  number 
having  had  previous  experience. 

In  most  instances  the  schools  have  proved  successful,  and, 
without  exception,  the  improvement  has  been  most  apparent  in 
those  schools  where  the  same  teacher  has  been  retained  through 
the  year. 


Great  responsibility  rests  with  our  Prudential  Committees* 
and  the  several  districts  should  elect  to  this  office  men  who  are 
interested  personally  in  the  school,  or  whose  general  interest 
in  the  cause  of  education  is  such  that  they  will  put  forth  their 
best  endeavors  to  secure  competent  and  zealous  teachers,  and 
when  once  engaged,  retain  their  services  through  the  year,  even 
though  the  terms  are  a  week  or  two  shorter. 

No  Prudential  Committee  should  pay  a  teacher  his  wages 
as  such,  until  he  (teacher)  shall  produce  a  certificate  from  the 
Superintendent  that  the  register  has  been  received,  properly 
filled — (Chap.  89,  Sec.  16,  General  Laws).  A  report  to  the 
Superintendent  of  public  instruction  cannot  be  reliable  unless 
the  register  of  every  teacher  is  complete. — unless  the  Superin- 
tending Committee  goes  over  the  whole  work,  and.  in  some  in- 
stances, interviews  the  Prudential  Committee. 

In  closing,  I  would  express  my  thanks  to  teachers,  schol- 
ars and  parents  for  kindness  and  respect  shown  me  in  my  sev- 
eral visits,  and  some  pleasant  hours  have  been  spent  in  the 
school-room  during  the  fall  and  winter  terms. 

Try  it,  parents,  for  half  a  day  occasionally,  and  see  if  you 
are  not  well  paid.

SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

Fou  the  Year  Endjng  March  1st,  1883. 


In  closing  my  connection  with  the  schools  in  town.  I  would 
acknowledge  my  obligations  to  the  citizens,  for  ninny  express- 
ions of  interest  manifested  in  the  different  schools,  and  hospi- 
tality shown  me  where  I  was  unacquainted.  Also  to  teachers 
and  scholars,  for  the  courtesy  and  entertaining  exercises  I  have 
received  and  heard  in  the  school  room  of  nearly  every  district 
in  town. 

DISTRICT  NO.  1. 

Three  terms  have  been  taught  in  this  district.  The  sum- 
mer term  was  in  charge  of  Miss  Mary  Daniels,  whose  firsl 
experience  was  in  this  school.  Then'  were  but  lew  scholars, 
and  most  of  them  young,  and  from  a  subsequent  examination 
we  should  conclude  that  a  good  degree  of  improvement  was 
made.  The  fall  and  winter  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Lizzie 
Freeman,  who  also  commenced  this  school  without  previous 
experience,  but  brought  to  the  work  qualifications  and  an  ap- 
parent ability  to  impart  to  others,  a  general  knowledge  of  the 
different  branches  pursued,  to  a  degree  excelled  by  tew.  Mild, 
yet  (inn  in  her  manner  of  discipline,  she  won  the  respect  of  her 
scholars.  The  order  was  perfect)  and  the  last  visit  showed 
thorough  work  and  thoughtful  training  in    all   the   studies.  A 
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class  commencing  grammar  made  one  of  the  best  recitations  T 
think  I  ever  heard.  Register  complete  in  all  respects.  We 
hope  this  may  not  be  Miss  Freeman's  last  term,  and  that  she 
Avill  give  her  native  town  the  benefit  of  her  superior  qual- 
ifications. 

DISTRICT  NO.  2. 
Miss  Mary  E.  Scales  had  charge  of  the  summer  school  and 
devoted  herself  assiduosl}'  to  the  training  of  her  pupils.  The 
scholars  evinced  considerable  interest  in  their  studies,  and  at 
the  final  visit,  questions  of  a  general  character  were  answered 
with  promptness.  The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  E.  E? 
Jordan.  We  found  some  very  good  readers  in  this  school,  and 
questions  in  the  different  recitations  were  promptly  answered, 
but  a  more  thorough  examination  showed  that  they  had  not- 
been  required  to  think  and  reason  from  the  text,  or  to  make 
that  practical  application  of  their  work  which  characterizes 
thorough  instruction. 

DISTRICT  NO.  3. 

Two  terms  were  taught  here,  both  being  under  the  care  of 
Miss  Julia  Whitaker,  whose  large  experience  and  scholarly  at- 
tainments have  given  her  a  place  among  our  first  class  teachers. 
The  closing  examination  of  each  term  showed  thorough  work 
and  excellent  drill.  Miss  W's.  register  was  well  filled  out,  a 
point  in  which  many  are  deficient. 

DISTRICT  NO.  4. 
Three  terms  have  been  taught  in  this  district,  each  of  them 
being  in  charge  of  Miss  Ines  Bartholomew.  The  summer  and 
fall  terms  were  well  conducted  and  good  results  were  manifest. 
The  winter  term  commenced  well,  and  at  my  first  visit  a  large 
amount  of  work  was  laid  out,  and  the  school  gave  promise  of 
success.  Failing  to  maintain  order,  some  of  the  scholars  gave 
more  attention  to  fun  than  lessons.  The  attendance  became 
irregular,  and  altogether  this  was  not  a  profitable  school.  The 
fault  however  was  not  wholly  with  the  teacher.    We  think  she 
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exerted  herself  to  the  utmost  to  do  her  clut}'  faith  full}',  and  with 
cheerful  obedience  on  the  part  of  all  the  scholars  would  have 
been  a  good  school.  The  school  house  shows  marks  of  heed- 
lessness. Wh  noticed  some  things  at  our  last  visit,  on  the  part 
of  some  of  the  older  boys,  that  would  not  indicate  perfect  de- 
portment.    Register  complete. 

DISTRICT  NO.  5. 

The  Rummer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  L.  Esther  Jordan. 
This  was  Miss  J's.  first  school,  and  at  my  first  visit  gave  prom- 
ise of  success ;  circumstances  prevented  my  visiting  it  at  the 
close.  1  was  much  pleased  with  the  teacher's  method  of  in- 
struction. Register  complete.  The  winter  term  was  under  the 
care  of  Mr.  Fred  F.  Wheeler,  who  like  his  predecessor  had  no 
previous  experience.  Mr.  Wheeler  commenced  this  school  with 
a  resolution  of  making  his  first  term  a  success.  This  school  is 
one  of  the  best  classified  in  town,  and  the  closing  examination 
showed  that  good  work  had  been  done  by  both  teacher  and 
scholars.  I  was  much  pleased  with  the  recitation  of  a  large 
class  in  arithmetic  and  geography.  Mr.  Wheeler's  method  is 
lucid  and  to  the  point.  Good  order  prevailed.  We  predict  for 
him  a  high  rank  as  a  teacher  should  he  make  teaching  his 
vocation. 

DISTRICT  NO.  G. 

The  register  in  this  district  not  having  been  returned,  1 
am  unable  to  report . 

DISTRICT  NO.  7. 

The  summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Hall  of  Leba- 
non. .Miss  'I all  came  to  this  school  with  good  qualifications, 
but  as  I  did  not  receive  notice  of  its  close  in  season  to  make  a. 
second  visit.  I  am  unable  to  report  as  to  the  result.  Mr.  1). 
Clinton  Gardner  taught  the  winter  term.  The  register  shows  a 
good  attendance.  The  school  closed  earlier  than  was  indicated 
in  my  notice,  so  I  did  not  have  an  opportunity  to  note  progress. 
I  learn  from  citizens  in  the  district  that  satisfaction  was  given. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  8. 
Two  terms.  The  summer  school  was  under  the  instruc- 
tion of  Miss  Hattie  L.  Child  of  Cornish,  who  brought  to  the 
work  a  large  experience,  unquestioned  ability  and  a  love  for 
teaching.  The  improvement  in  the  several  brandies  was  not 
as  marked  as  in  previous  terms  under  her  instruction  in  this 
district,  yet  we  report  a  good  examination  in  most  of  the  stud- 
ies pursued.  The  filling  of  the  register  wTas  not  as  complete  as 
is  desirable.  The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Mr.  Herbert  E. 
Ward.  In  many  respects  this  was  a  first  class  school,  but 
would  admit  of  improvement  in  others,  one  of  which  was  too 
much  whispering,  moving  about  and  non-attention  in  recitation. 
The  closing  examination  was  very  good  and  was  attended  by 
parents  and  others,  more  generally  than  in  most  schools  in 
town,  a  practice  that  should  be  encouraged.  Thorough  work 
was  manifest,  and  a  class  in  geography  and  one  in  spelling  de- 
serves especial  notice.  The  writing  books  were  models  of 
neatness,  and  great  improvement  was  made.  The  register  was' 
complete  in  all  respects*  and  shows  a  larger  roll  of  honor,  than 
any  other  district  in  town. 


DISTRICT  NO.  9. 
Three  terms  in  this  district.  The  summer  school  was  in 
charge  of  Miss  Minnie  B.  Bean,  who  won  the  confidence  and 
respect  of  her  pupils,  making  in  a  pleasant  school.  Good  or- 
der was  observed,  and  the  final  examination  did  credit  to  both 
teacher  and  scholars.  Some  recitations  and  declamations  were 
given,  of  which  older  scholars  might  well  be  proud.  The  filling 
of  the  register  deficient  in  many  respects.  A  fall  term  of  eight 
weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Mary  E.  Penniman  of  Windsor,  who 
systematized  her  work  with  great  care,  and  good  progress  was 
made  considering  the  length  of  the  term,  and  irregular  atten- 
dance. Register  complete,  though  incorrect  in  some  points. 
The  winter  term  was  in  charge  of  Mr.  Ora  C.  Davis,  who  has 
taught  this  school  several  terms,  and  always  with  good  success. 
A  class  in  geography  deserves  special  mention  for  prompt  and 
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correct  answers  to  general  questions  of  the  Western  Continent. 
Register  complete. 

DISTRICT  NO.  10. 

Two  terms  of  ten  weeks  each,  have  been  taught  by  Miss 
Hattie  B.  Burr,  a  teacher  of  experience  and  ability.  The  final 
examination  of  each  term  proved  that  the  teacher  had  been 
faithful  to  her  trust,  though  the  attendance  was  not  as  regular 
as  is  desirable.    Register  not  complete. 

DISTRICT  NO  11. 

Two  terms  in  this  district.  Fall  term  of  seven  weeks  was 
taught  by  Miss  Mary  E.  Scales.  The  school  was  small  and  the 
term  short,  but  we  think  Miss  Scales  discharged  her  duties 
faithfully,  and  the  scholars  showed  good  progress  considering 
length  of  the  term.  Winter  school  taught  by  Mr.  A.  A.  Hurl- 
butt  of  Hanover.  Mr.  H.  is  a  young  teacher  with  no  previous 
experience,  but  endeavored  to  do  his  duty  faithfully  and  the 
scholars  showed  a  fair  degree  of  improvement. 

DISTRICT  NO.  12. 
Summer  term  taught  by  Miss  Alma  F.  Morse.    This  is  a 
school  of  small  scholars  and  consequently  well  classified,  and 
under  Miss  M's.  instruction  good  results  were  noticed  in  all 
studies.    The  winter  term  now  in  session,  has  been  taught  by 

Miss  Bliss,  a  teacher  of  experience,  who  manifested  a  great 

degree  of  interest  in  the  school  and  school  room,  new  curtains 
having  been  put  up  from  the  proceeds  of  an  entertainment  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  teacher.  Miss  Bliss  took  charge  of 
this  school  having  superior  qualifications  and  we  consider  it  a 
success  in  every  respect.  A  class  in  mental  arithmetic  recited 
the  multiplication  table  as  perfectly  as  we  ever  heard  it,  also  an 
advance  class  in  the  higher  arithmetic  deserves  particular  no- 
tice.    Register  not  yet  returned. 


DISTRICT  NO.  l: 
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Two  terms  have  been  taught  here  by  Miss  Katie  E.  Gile  of 
Enfield.  The  summer  school  was  her  first  term,  and  she  suc- 
ceeded well,  and  the  closing  visit  gave  evidence  of  a  good 
school.  In  the  winter  term  Miss  Gile  failed  to  retain  control  of 
the  school  and  some  of  the  scholars  taking  advantage  of  the 
lack  of  discipline,  did  not  voluntarily  render  that  cheerful  obe- 
dience which  is  due  from  the  pupil  to  the  teacher,  and  also 
necessary  for  the  best  interest  of  the  school.  The  attendance 
^as  very  irregular  which  had  a  detrimental  effect  on  the  recita- 
tions ;  some  of  the  classes  however  showed  good  progress,  yet 
on  the  whole  this  was  not  a  profitable  school. 

DISTRICT  NO.  14. 
Summer  term  taught  by  Miss  Floy  A.  White.  This  is  a 
small  school  composed  of  young  scholars.  Miss  White  did 
good  work  here  and  the  term  was  a  profitable  one.  Miss  White 
commenced  the  fall  term  and  taught  three  weeks,  when  by  rea- 
son of  sickness, — some  of  it  being  homesickness  perhaps, — she 
closed  the  school.  Miss  White  possessed  good  qualifications, 
and  had  she  continued  in  the  school,  we  see  no  reason  wiry  she 
might  not  have  made  in  a  success.  The  term  was  finished  by 
Mr.  Thomas  Hndley,  who  taught  this  school  last  }Tear.  He  won 
the  good  will  of  the  scholars  and  confidence  of  the  parents. 
Good  improvement  was  manifest  particularly  in  penmanship. 
Attendance  very  good,  the  names  of  five  out  of  eight  scholars 
appearing  on  the  roll  of  honor.    Register  well  filled. 

DISTRICT  NO.  15. 

This  is  one  of  the  smallest  schools  in  town.  Summer  term 
taught  by  Miss  Vinnie  C.  Davis,  the  youngest  teacher  in  town. 
This  was  her  first  term.  The  school  showed  satisfactory  im- 
provement under  her  instruction.  A  fall  term  was  taught  by 
Miss  Alma  F.  Morse,  who  labored  successfully  for  the  benefit 
of  her  school.  The  reading  classes  were  particularly  well 
drilled  and  improvement  marked.  The  attendance  good. 
Register  very  deficient  for  both  terms. 


DISTRICT  NO.  16. 
This  is  the  smallest  school  in  town,  having  but  two  schol- 
ars in  the  fall  term.  Miss  Alma  H.  Wood  had  charge  of  this 
school  for  both  terms.  The  final  examination  of  these  fcw< 
little  girls,  was  very  satisfactory  and  no  better  scholars  art 
found  in  town,  than  in  this  school.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 


To  the  Citizens  op  the  Town  of  Plainfield  : 

I  respectfully  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following 
few  suggestions  and  report  of  your  schools  for  the  past  year. 
Some  teachers  we  have  had  in  town  for  the  past  year  have  been 
all  we  could  desire  as  regards  their  qualifications  and  govern- 
ment of  the  schools.  Others  have  evinced  a  woeful  ignorance  of 
their  duties  as  well  as  of  their  qualifications  of  the  common 
English  branches.  This  has  been  acknowledged  by  all  past 
committees.  A  few  reasons  given  may  suffice  to  satisfy  you  why 
it  is  so.  Prudential  committees  too  often  seek  to  hire  a  teacher 
for  an  amount  of  money  far  below  the  market  value  of  the  ser- 
vices of  competent  teachers,  thereby  opening  a  field  to  those 
who  have  had  but  little  if  any  experience  or  even  qualifications 
as  teachers.  Another  reason,  in  many  of  our  schools  the  schol- 
ars are  young  and  few  in  numbers,  consequently  but  little  talent 
required,  and  the  teacher  must  be  paid  accordingly.  There- 
fore, cheap  labor  for  low  wages.  Again,  the  existing  method 
of  management  under  two  separate  set  of  officers,  prudential 
and  superintending  committee,  divide  the  responsibility  of  duty 
and  shirks  failure  upon  each  office.  Great  care  should  be  exer- 
cised in  the  selection  of  teachers,  for  teaching  is  as  much  a 
profession  as  any  other  vocation.  Then  why  not  the  necessary 
qualifications  ?    A  few  only  make  teaching  their  business  ;  with 
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most  it  is  only  a  temporaiy  employment.  It  ma}T  be  urged  that 
the  school  committee  possesses  the  requisite  authority  to  protect 
our  schools  from  the  inroads  of  incompetent  teachers.  The 
law  may  indeed  be  sufficient,  but  a  committee  might  well  hesi- 
tate to  hazard  his  efficienc}-  for  good  (if  indeed  he  have  any) 
b}T  attempting  to  effect  a  revolution  by  which  so  many  would  be 
affected.  For  sometime  past  your  committee  has  been  per- 
suaded that  if  the  examination  of  those  who  propose  to  teach 
be  conducted  by  requiring  the  applicant  to  write  out  the  answers 
in  full,  of  a  series  of  written  or  printed  questions,  and  a  certain 
per  cent,  to  be  correctly  answered,  it  would  raise  the  standard 
of  qualification  of  teachers.  Acting  upon  such  convictions  we 
adopted  the  plan  as  far  as  practicable,  and  found  several  una- 
ble to  reach  seventy  per  cent.  Certificates  were  refused  such, 
and  of  course  some  unpleasantness  would  be  caused.  Some 
desiring  to  try  again  succeeded  a  little  better  the  second  time, 
still  I  am  convinced  my  first  decision  was  the  best,  and  should 
have  been  final.  I  would  urge  that  a  higher  per  cent,  be  re- 
quired, and  it  ought  to  be  dictinctly  understood  that  the  exami- 
nation of  teachers  in  the  town  of  Plainfield  will  be  no  farce. 
We  do  not  assert  that  all  who  pass  an  examination  in  book 
knowledge  are  endowed  with  character,  dignity,  authority,  judg- 
ment, kindness  or  experience  in  the  exact  proportion  which  be- 
long to  the  good  teacher,  but  believe  it  to  be  the  safest  possible 
index. 

We  would  call  your  attention  to  one  other  important  con- 
sideration which  is  agitating  the  minds  of  the  educators  of  o in- 
state, viz.  :  a  school  law  doing  awa}'  with  our  present  district 
system  and  equalizing  the  expense  and  facilities  of  our  schools. 
A  reform  is  called  for,  and  let  us  meet  it  like  men  who  value 
the  advantages  of  a  good  education.  We  present  this  subject 
not  because  we  do  or  do  not  think  the  law  immediately  practi- 
cal  in  our  town,  but  it  is  emphatically  proper  to  be  understood 
and  considered.  The  older  portion  of  our  citizens  can  remem- 
ber when  it  was  necessary  to  locate  school-houses  nearly  every- 
where we  now  find  them,  and  that  these  houses  were  filled  to 
overflowing  with  scholars,  from  the  small  child  to  the  young 
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men  and  women.  But  times  have  changed  ;  districts  have  be- 
come nearly  depopulated  ;  in  many  cases  nothing  remains  but 
old  cellars  or  decaying  buildings  to  tell  the  stranger  or  the 
youth  of  the  present  that  once  a  flourishing  farm-house  stood 
there  which  was  the  home  of  many  children. 

Instead  of  twenty-five,  fifty  or  more  scholars  attending 
there,  we  now  find  three,  four,  and  in  but  a  few  instances  ten. 
This,  of  course,  applies  more  to  our  rural  districts,  but  a  notice- 
able decimation  is  seen  in  our  village  schools. 

Since  I  have  been  connected  with  your  schools  there  has 
been  a  falling-off  of  about  twenty  per  cent.  There  is  no  pros- 
pect of  our  small  schools  ever  increasing  from  local  population. 
These  are  stubborn  facts.  Now,  in  the  language  of  the  good  wo- 
man of  Revolutionary  times,  who,  when  the  British  were  march- 
ing to  Lexington,  called  out  to  her  boy  :  "Jonathan,  get  up, 
the  red  coats  are  coming !  something  must  be  done"  we  say 
something  must  be  done. 

There  was  a  great  deficiency  in  books  among  the  scholars, 
and  to  meet  these  wants  I  have  endeavored  to  furnish  them  at 
the  lowest  rates.  This  is  an  extra  responsibilit}'  for  a  commit- 
tee. The  books  introduced  are  Harper's  Geographies  and  8 win- 
ton's  Grammars  ;  have  approved  of  Meservey's  Book-keeping 
and  Brown's  Physiolog}',  the  latter  study,  by  an  act  of  the  last 
legislature,  is  to  be  taught  in  ail  schools  practicable,  and  teach- 
ers are  to  be  qualified  therein. 

Our  teachers,  it  is  fair  to  say,  have  nearly  all  worked  faith- 
fully. The  failing  of  which  I  have  most  reason  to  complain  is 
the  order.  It  is  a  fact  that  this  important  element  is  neglected. 
Our  scholars  are  forming  habits  of  negligence,  discontent  and  a 
shirking  of  their  work.  The  remedy  lies  in  the  co-operation  of 
parents  and  teachers.  If  all  scholars  are  made  to  understand 
at  home  that  they  are  to  attend  school  regularly  and  pnnctually, 
that  the  rules  of  school  are  for  them  to  obey,  and  the  teacher 
should  see  to  it  that  they  are  obeyed  (which  could  be  done 
without  the  old  method  of  flogging) ,  we  certainly  should  see  ad- 
vancement in  our  schools. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  I. 

Two  terms.  The  summer  term  of  eight  weeks  was  under 
the  charge  of  Miss  Mar}'  E.  Daniels-,  who,  no  doubt,  desired  to 
do  well,  but,  wanting  in  many  of  the  qualifications  of  a  teacher T 
she  labored  under  a  disadvantage.  A  little  more  energy  would 
have  helped  wonderfully  j  still,  on  the  part  of  some  of  the  schol- 
ars, an  advancement  in  the  studies  was  noticeable.  Number  of 
scholars,  7  ;  wages,  $8. 

A  fall  term  of  13  weeks  was  under  the  instruction  of  Miss 
Lizzie  M.  Freeman.  There  was  a  marked  improvement  in  the 
recitations  of  the  scholars  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  Not  being 
able  to  visit  it  at  its  close,  I  am  constrained  to  report  a  pleas- 
ant and  profitable  term  of  school.  Miss  Freeman's  qualifications 
are  first-class.  Number  of  scholars,  8  ;  wages,  $16. 

DISTRICT  NO.  2. 

Summer  term  often  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Hattie  R. 
Barr,  a  teacher  of  experience  and  wetl  known  in  town,  having 
taught  in  eight  of  its  districts.  Good  advancement  in  the  stud- 
ies was  observed.    Number  of  scholars,  11  ;  wages,  $12. 

Winter  term  of  12  weeks  was  kept  b}T  Miss  Jennie  A.  Sin- 
clair. Her  labors  as  a  teacher  were  acknowledged  satisfactory  by 
many  in  the  district.  There  appeared  a  united  effort  among  all 
departments — teacher,  scholars  and  parents.  We  should  have 
expected  greater  results  if  the  order  had  been  better — a  failing 
too  often  found  in  many  of  our  teachers.  Number  of  scholars, 
18  ;  wages,  $16. 

DISTRICT  NO.  3. 
Had  the  advantage  of  the  instruction  of  Miss  Ida  M. 
Williams  who  possesses  man}-  qualities  so  desirable  in  a  teacher. 
The  order,  deportment  and  advancement  of  the  school  for  the 
two  terms  of  24  weeks  reflect  the  greatest  credit  upon  her. 
Scholars  and  parents  seemed  to  second  her  efforts,  resulting  in 
a  pleasant  and  profitable  school.  Number  of  scholars,  14  ; 
wages,  $18. 

DISTRICT  NO.  4. 
Summer  and  fall  term  of  15  weeks  were  taught  by  Miss 
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Julia  A.  Whitaker.  The  school  was  a  profitable  one.8^  The 
scholars  were  interested  in  their  studies,  good  order  prevailed 
and  good  results  were  obtained.  The  examinations  were  made 
very  interesting,  quite  a  number  studying  some  of  the  higher 
branches.  The  scholarship  ranks  the  highest  in  town.  It  was 
very  noticeable  that  Miss  Whitaker  gave  her  undivided  attention 
to  the  school  and  gained  the  good  will  of  parents  and  scholars. 
Number  of  scholars,  37;  wages,  $21. 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Mr.  Loyal  Barton,  of  Gran- 
tham, who  entered  upon  his  duties  with  good  intentions,  but 
failing  to  get  the  hearty  co-operation  of  all  many  little  failings, 
perhaps,  were  wrought  into  objectionable  features.  Some 
scholars  were  withdrawn  from  school  by  the  parents,  they  feel- 
ing this  their  wisest  course.  The  order  of  the  school  seemed 
very  good,  fair  improvement  in  their  studies  was  shown.  Bet- 
ter results  of  course  would  have  been  obtained  had  all  been 
pleasant.  We  do  not  desire  to  throw  the  blame  upon  any  par- 
ticular party.  A  combination  of  circumstances  did  it.  Num- 
ber of  scholars,  34;  wages,  $26. 

DISTRICT  NO.  5. 

Miss  Nellie  Frost  taught  the  summer  term  of  8  weeks,  giv- 
ing good  satisfaction.  The  school  did  a  good  work.  The 
teacher  possesses  fine  scholarly  qualifications  and  by  her  man- 
agement of  this  school  places  her  among  our  most  desirable 
teachers.    Number  of  scholars,  9  ;  wages,  $9. 

Mrs.  Mary  M.  Brocklebanks  spent  10  weeks  (winter  term) 
trying  to  do  her  duty  as  a  teacher  both  in  morality  and  in  books. 
Although  falling  short  of  what  she  most  honestly  desired,  her 
efforts  will  not  be  in  vain.  Mrs.  B.  is  a  teacher  of  good  qual- 
ifications and  has  taught  16  terms  of  school  previous  to  this, 
being  conclusive  evidence  that  if  this  school  failed  of  a  success 
the  cause  was  not  with  the  teacher.  Number  of  scholars,  18  ; 
wages,  $16. 

DISTRICT  NO.  6. 
Both  terms  of  7  and  12  weeks,  respectively,  were  taught 
by  Miss  Lizzie  E.  Peterson.    Although  this  was  her  first  ex- 
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perience  in  teaching,  her  qualifications  were  somewhat  doubt- 
ful. The  school  was  well  organized  and  very  fair  progress- 
made.  There  appeared  to  be  a  united  purpose  on  the  part  of 
parents,  teacher  and  scholars,  which  is  ever  sure  to  bring  satis- 
factoiy  results.  We  find  here  some  bright  and  active  minds : 
give  such  a  chance  to  cultivate  them,  and  you  give  them  a 
chance  to  a  fortune.    Number  of  scholars,  15  ;  wages,  $8,  $10. 

DISTRICT  NO.  7. 
The  summer  term  of  7  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Alma 
Wood  who  brought  to  her  work  qualifications  and  ability  ex- 
celled only  b}'  a  few.  The  order  was  good.  Firm  and  mild  in 
her  manner  of  discipline  she  won  the  respect  of  her  scholars. 
They,  in  turn,  made  good  progress  in  all  the  exercises.  Num- 
ber of  scholars,  26  ;  wages,  $15. 

Mr.  Brackett,  a  Dartmouth  student,  taught  5  weeks  of  the 
winter  term  but  sickness  prevented  hiin  from  finishing  it.  Mr. 
Brackett  possessed  superior  qualifications.  The  school  was 
well  organized  and  thorough  instruction  given.  Although  this 
wras  his  first  attempt,  he  evinced  an  unquestionable  ability  for 
teaching.  The- term  was  finished  by  Miss  Wood  who  went  to 
work  with  her  former  energy,  and  Ihe  closing  examination 
places  her  school  No.  1  in  town  in-  the  general  deportment, 
order  and  the  interest  in  the  lessons.  Quite  a  number  of  the 
citizens  were  present  and  seemed  to  second  the  proposition  that 
the  teacher  must  not  go  to  the  White  Mountains  next  season, 
her  services  would  be  required  nearer  home.  Number  ,of 
scholars,  35  ;  wages,  $20. 

DISTRICT  NO.  8. 
Ten  weeks  of  the  summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Flora 
E.  Richardson,  of  Cornish.  Number  of  scholars  sixteen,  four- 
teen claiming  their  names  on  the  roll  of  honor,  which  speaks 
well  for  their  interest  in  the  school.  Miss  R's  qualifications 
were  somewhat  exceptionable,  but  by  her  fidelity  and  a  desire 
to  succeed  her  labors  were  rewarded  by  the  respect  and  love  of 
her  pupils.    Wages,  $18.     Miss  Hattie  B.  Burr  completed  her 
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fifth  or  sixth  term  of  this  school — like  her  former  terms,  models 
of  kindness  and  faithfulness,  qualities  which  signalize  her  labors 
in  teaching.  While  I  can  speak  approvingly  of  the  attendance 
and  interest  manifested  among  the  scholars  to  learn,  I  cannot 
do  so  of  order.  There  appears  to  have  been  a  want  of  this 
necessary  quality  in  the  school  for  some  few  terms  past,  and  to 
bring  it  to  a  good  orderly  school  will  require  a  teacher  of  known 
ability  to  preserve  order  and  harmony.  Number  of  scholars, 
24  ;  wages,  20. 

DISTRICT  NO.  9. 

Number  of  terms,  3  ;  number  of  weeks,  34.  The  summer 
and  fall  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Susie  B.  Bliss,  who  is  one 
among  the  favored  few  whose  calling  as  a  teacher  is  perceptable 
b}'  the  management  of  her  school,  possessing  good  qualifica- 
tions and  the  faculty  of  imparting  knowledge  to  her  pupils  in  a 
clear  and  practical  manner.  Teacher  and  scholars  worked  to- 
gether in  harmony,  and  general  satisfaction  v?as  given  to  the 
district.  A  very  good  record  of  attendance  is  shown  for  this 
school.  A  thorough  and  careful  work  was  done  as  the  closing 
examination  proved.    Number  of  scholars,  26  ;  wages,  $21. 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Mr.  Ora  C.  Davis,  whose 
past  experience  as  a  successful  teacher  is  too  well  known  for 
comment.  Still  it  is  Mr.  D's  just  due  to  notice  that  he  left  noth- 
ing undone  which  could  possibly  add  to  the  interest  of  his 
school.  The  scholars  showed  a  thorough  drill.  The  examination 
was  good,  and  made  more  interesting  by  the  recitations  of  the 
different  classes,  being  given  in  a  clear  and  distinct  manner  and 
merits  much  praise  for  both  teacher  and  scholars.  Number  of 
scholars,  29  ;  wages,  $33J. 

DISTRICT  NO.  10. 

A  summer  term  of  ten  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Mary  A. 
Freeman,  and  a  fall  term  of  nine  weeks  by  Miss  Hattie  S. 
Davis,  both  experienced  teachers,  possessing  qualifications  sec- 
ond to  none.     The  scholars  made  good  progress  in  their  stud- 
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ies,  and  under  the  instruction  given  we  believe  good  results  will 
be  returned  "after  many  days."  Number  of  scholars,  7 ; 
wages,  $12  ;  $14. 

DISTRICT  NO.  11. 
Two  sessions  of  school  were  had  with  Mrs.  Mary  Mason 
Brocklebanks  as  teacher.  Each  term  was  a  model  of  excellence. 
The  scholars  were  quite  young  but  the  examination  showed  that 
correct  instruction  had  been  the  unremitting  work  of  the  teach- 
er.   Number  of  scholars,  7 ;  wages,  $16. 

DISTRICT  NO.  12. 

Summer  term  of  nine  weeks  was  taught  b}7  Miss  Mary  E. 
Scales,  a  teacher  of  experience  and  ability.  Good  interest  was 
manifested.  On  account  of  sickness  of  the  teacher  school 
closed  a  week  earlier  than  expected,  so  there  were  no  closing 
exercises,  but  we  have  reason  to  believe  a  good  work  was  done. 
Number  of  scholars,  13  ;  wages,  $10.  The  winter  term  of 
eight  weeks  was  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Emma  A.  Eaton, 
another  experienced  and  faithful  teacher  who  has  several  times 
before  taught  the  same  school  with  acknowledged  success.  The 
scholars  showed  good  advancement  in  their  studies  this  time 
also,  detracting  nothing  from  her  former  reputation  as  a  teach- 
er.   Number  of  scholars,  12;  wages,  $14. 

DISTRICT  NO;  13. 

The  summer  term  of  eight  weeks  was  conducted  by  Miss 
Maud  B.  Howell.  It  was  her  first  attempt  at  teaching,  but 
seems  instinctively  to  possess  those  requisites  necessary  to  a 
successful  teacher.  The  school  was  conducted  with  signal 
ability,  and- the  teacher  at  the  final  examination  acquitted  her- 
self in  a  manner  to  presage  for  her  a  very  successful  course  in 
the  disciplinary  work  of  intellectual  development.  We  noticed 
some  very  fine  scholars  here.  Number  of  scholars,  8  ;  wages, 
$10.  Winter  term  of  twelve  weeks  was  under  the  charge  of 
Robert  W.  Mason,  of  Hanover.  A  young  man  of  good  quali- 
fications, and  succeeded  in  giving  the  district  a  profitable  term 
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of  school.  The  closing  examination  showed  a  very  good  work 
done  by  the  pupils.  The  "yes"  and  "no,"  which  was  often  used 
in  the  school-room,  detracted  much  from  the  otherwise  good 
deportment  of  the  school.   Number  of  scholars,  12  ;  wages,  $26. 

DISTRICT  NO.  14. 

A  fall  term  of  12  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Maud  B. 
Rowell,  who  by  her  energy  ,  and  purpose  of  character  main- 
tained her  former  reputation  as  a  teacher.  This  school  is  an 
example  of  many  where  circumstances  are  such  that  but  little 
interest  is  manifested  for  the  education  of  the  children.  One 
term  per  year  is  just  sufficient  to  keep  up  an  organization. 
What  better  could  be  done  where  the  inhabitants  are  so  sparsely 
settled  and  the  money  appropriated  them  so  insufficient  is  a 
question  not  so  easilj-  solved.  All  must  admit  the  unequal  ad- 
vantages of  our  children.    Number  of  scholars,  8  ;  wages,  $13. 

DISTRICT  NO.  15. 

Had  two  terms  of  school,  one  of  4,  the  other  11  weeks. 
The  first  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Addie  J.  Hersej^,  an  experi- 
enced teacher.  The  second  by  Miss  Alma  E.  Morse.  Both 
did  all  that  was  required  of  them.  Patience  and  faithfulness 
were  certainly  manifested,  as  the  whole  number  of  scholars 
counted  registered  only  3,  and  young  at  that  (unless  we  include 
our  venerable  John  P.  Chellis,  Esq.,  whom  I  noticed  among 
them  at  one  of  my  visits).  I  was  glad  to  see  him  present  and 
I  can  join  with  him  in  his  praise  of  the  exercises  at  the  time. 
Wages,  $16,  $14,  respectively. 

DISTRICT  NO.  16. 

One  term  of  12  weeks  taught  by  Miss  Marion  Leavitt,  her 
first  effort.  The  school  was  small,  only  4  scholars  in  the  dis- 
trict. Two  or  three  more  came  from  other  districts,  making  it 
pleasanter  for  all  concerned.  A  fair  advancement  was  made, 
while  a  good  deal  of  interest  was  manifested  by  both  teacher 
and  scholars  to  merit  praise.    No  register  returned. 
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At  the  commencement  of  the  school  year  I  promised  the 
scholars  that  those  who  attended  any  term  of  school  without  an 
absent  mark  (save  actual  sickness)  should  have  their  names 
placed  on  a  roll  of  honor  in  the  report.  Accordingly  the  fol- 
lowing have  nobly  responded.

SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE. 

For  the  Year  Ending  March  1st.  1885. 


Your  School  Committee  has  attended  to  the  duties  assigned 
him,  and  respectfully  submits  the  following  report,  with  a  few 
preliminary  remarks.  In  speaking  of  the  schools  generally, 
your  Committee  thinks  that  they  have  been  conducted  with 
their  usual  interest  and  prosperity.  That  all  have  met  with  the 
same  success,  is  not  possible,  or  that  all  the  teachers  have  been 
equally  successful,  or  that  all  were  equally  as  well  qualified  ; 
but  very  generally  they  have  been  earnestly  devoted  to 
their  work. 

Prudential  Committees.  A  committee  should  make 

extensive  inquiries.  ( if  he  has  not  personal  knowledge)  in 
regard  to  the  qualifications  of  a  teacher  before  he  engages  their 
services.  They  should  seek  the  very  best  qualified  teachers, 
and  no  committee  should  employ  one  unless  he  has  the  most 
certain  evidence  that  the  person  proposing  to  teach  is  in  every 
respect  throughly  qualified.  Among  the  many  qualifications 
demanded,  the  first  he  should  look  for,  is  ability  to  govern, 
without  which  there  can  be  no  success.  If  we  find  it  difficult  to 
have  our  children  do  as  they  should  at  home,  we  should  deeply 
sympathize  with  the  teacher,  knowing  how  difficult  K  task  he  or 
she  has  to  preform  with  such  a  variety  of  dispositions  to  deal 
with,  and  trained   under  so  different  and  dissimilar  circum- 
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stances.  The  price  which  a  teaches  demands  for  his  or  her 
services,  is  of  small  importance  compared  with  the  qualifications 
which  are  required.  Low  wages  and  poor  schools  are  the  very 
worst  policy  which  any  district  can  pursue. 

School-Houses.  This  subject  has  been  discussed  from 

year  to  year,  by  nearly  all  of  my  predecessors  since  I  can 
remember,  but  discussions  do  not  repair  the  old  ones  or  build 
new,  so  I  shall  say  but  little  about  them.  Districts  No.  14.  15 
and  16,  are  used  only  for  summer  and  fall  schools,  and  they 
are  very  poor  substitutes  for  that.  No.  7  is  still  poorer  and 
can  hardly  be  called  a  substitute  for  a  house.  When  scholars 
have  to  use  all  of  their  mental  faculties  in  devising  methods  to 
keep  warm,  it  is  not  expected  that  the}'  can  learn  much  from 
their  book. 

School  Books.  There  has  been  no  change  in  books 

for  the  past  year.  Your  Committee  found  on  entering  upon 
his  duties,  that  there  was  a  Uniformity  of  books  throughout 
the  town,  and  no  changes  were  advisable.  There  has  been 
about  one  hundred  dollars  worth  of  new  books  put  into  the 
schools  the  past  year.  They  have  been  furnished  by  your 
Committee  at  the  Publisher's  prices,  plus  the  express. 

Schools.  There  have  been    thirty-two    sessions  of 

school,  and  twenty-five  different  teachers,  eleven  were  residents 
of  town,  and  seven  lived  in  the  district  where  they  taught. 

DISTRICT  NO.  1. 

Two  terms  of  8  and  12  weeks  each.  Miss  Lizzie  M.  Free- 
man had  charge  of  both  terms.  This  school  was  characterized 
by  good  order  and  earnest  work,  and  was  a  profitable  school. 
Miss  F.  has  taught  this  school  three  successive  terms  which 
shows  that  the  district  appreciate  her  services.  Number  of 
scholars  6.    Wages  $15. 

DISTRICT  NO.  2. 
The  summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Ada  L.   Hall  of 
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Lebanon,  a  teacher  of  some  experience,  who  nsed  her  best 
endeavors  to  learn  and  govern  the  school.  I  visited  the  school 
at  the  commencement  of  the  term,  and  found  the  order  good 
and  the  pupils  attentive.  I  believe  if  all  were  not  satisfied  it 
was  not  the  fault  of  the  teacher.  Length  of  term  10  weeks. 
Number  of  scholars  11.    Wages  $12. 

Winter  term  was  under,  the  instruction  of  Mr.  James  A. 
Wellrnams,  of  Cornish,  who  although  this  was  his  first  attempt 
at  teaching,  won  to  himself  much  credit  as  a  teacher.  Both 
teacher  and  scholar  seemed  to  be  a  unit  as  to  what  constituted 
a  good  school,  and  mutually  helped  each  other.  Number  of 
scholars  12.    Length  of  term  12  weeks.    Wages  $19.45. 

DISTRICT  NO.  3. 

Two  terms,  both  taught  by  Miss  Nettie  G.  Williams,  of 
Cornish,  who,  although  this  was  her  first  experience,  was  well 
fitted  for  the  place.  The  district  was  very  fortunate  in  secur- 
ing her  services  for  the  year,  of  which,  parents  and  pupils  are 
justl}-  proud.  Miss  Williams  used  her  best  endeavors  to  teach 
and  govern  the  school.  The  scholars  all  tried  to  learn,  and 
they  were  encouraged  by  their  parents.  I  can  pronounce  this 
a  very  profitable  school  year  for  this  district.  Length  of 
school  11  and  13  weeks.    Wages  $12. 

DISTRICT  NO.  4. 

The  summer  term  of  this  school  was  taught  by  Miss 
Jennie  E.  Murray,  of  Ascutneyville,  a  teacher  of  experience, 
who  gave  very  general  satisfaction.  Miss  Murray  was  well 
qualified  by  education  for  her  position.  She  was  apt  to  teach, 
and  her  government  was  fair.  There  was  marked  improvement 
made.  Length  of  term  11  weeks  and  3  days.  Number  of 
scholars,  29.    Wages  $21. 

Winter  term  was  taught  by  Mr.  Truman  O.  Harlow,  of 
Strafford,  Vt.,  an  experienced  teacher.  Mr.  Harlow  has  be- 
come quite  familiar  with  the  branches  taught  in  our  district 
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schools,  and  is  reacty  in  imparting  instruction  to  nis  pupils. 
The  order  of  this  school  is  vastly  improved,  and  we  see  the 
benefit  of  a  good  teacher.  This  school  we  think  to  be  the  best 
of  any  kept  here  for  a  number  of  terms.  A  profitable  school. 
Length  of  school  11  weeks  and  4  days.  Number  of  scholars, 
25.    Wages,  $35. 

DISTRICT  NO.  5. 

One  term,  taught  by  Mr.  Edmund  Chadbourne,  of  Cor- 
nish. This  was  his  first  term  of  teaching.  I  visited  the  school 
at  the  first  of  the  term,  and  can  safely  sa}T  that  the  appearances 
were  decidedly  in  his  favor  as  regards  a  successful  teacher. 
Good  order  prevailed,  and  the  scholars  appeared  to  take  much 
interest  in  their  studies.  The  school  is  now  in  session,  and  I 
have  not  visited  it  since  the  first  of  the  term,  yet  I  have  no 
hesitation  in  sajing  that  this  has  been  a  profitable  school. 

DISTRICT  NO.  6. 

Two  terms.  Summer  term  of  8  weeks,  was  taught  by 
Miss  L.  Esther  Jordan.  I  visited  the  school  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  term  and  found  the  order  good,  the  pupils  atten- 
tive and  apparently  doing  well.  Not  being  notified  of  its 
close,  I  am  unable  to  report  as  to  progress  made.  Number  of 
scholars,  14.    Wages,  $10. 

Fall  term  of  eight  weeks  was  under  the  charge  of  Miss 
Lizzie  E.  Peterson,  who  has  taught  this  school  one  term  pre- 
vious, and  knew  the  wants  of  the  district.  The  scholars  ap- 
peared quiet  and  industrious,  and  very  good  progress  was  made. 
A  little  more  harmony  in  the  district,  and  better  results  could 
be  attained.    Number  of  scholars,  11.    Wages,  $11. 

DISTRICT  NO.  7. 

Summer  term  of  7  weeks,  was  taught  by  Alma  H.  Wood  ; 
a  well  known  and  experienced  teacher.    Miss  Wood  has  taught 
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this  school  several  terms,  and  has  become  familiar  with  it,  and 
is  the  best  teacher  that  can  be  employed  to  lake  charge  of  it. 
Her  government,  though  not  severe,  is  strict,  and  her  teaching 
practicable  .This  school  was  the  largest  in  town,  and  was  coin- 
posed  of  34  scholars,  of  which  all  but  six  were  under  twelve 
years  of  age,  Patience  and  perseverance  was  what  crowned 
her  labors  with  success. 

Mr.  Robert  W.  Mason  took  c  harge  ol  the  winter  term. 
Mr.  Mason  created  a  good  deal  of  interest  in  his  school.  He 
labored  hard  for  its  best  interests,  and  considering  the  dilap- 
idated conditon  of  the  school  house,  he  was  very  successful 
We  believe  this  district  will  have  a  new  school  house.  No.  of. 
scholars  32.    Length  of  term  1)  weeks.    Wages  $20. 

DISTRICT  NO.  K. 

Mr.  William  E.  Tutherly,  Jr.,  of  Clare  mont,  has  had 
charge  of  the  two  sessions  ol  school  in  this  district.  Mr. 
Tutherly  is  a  scholar,  and  posseses  superior  qualifications.  Al- 
though this  was  his  first  attempt  at  teaching  he  evinced  an  un- 
questionable ability  for  the  work.  All  in  this  school,  teacher 
and  scholars,  have  worked  with  a  will  throughout  the  year. 
The  examinations  were  satisfactory.  At  the  final  examination 
but  a  few  questions  were  missed  in  any  of  the  branches  taught. 
Three  classes — History,  Geography  and  Spelling — deserve 
special  mention.  They  were  composed  of  twelve  of  the  largest 
scholars,  six  young  ladies  and  six  young  gentlemen.  Their 
answers  to  the  general  questions  were  prompt  and  correct,  and 
the  spelling  showed  a  through  drill.  There  are  individuals  in 
other  schools  equal  to  any  here  ;  but  as  a  whole  this  school.  I 
think,  ranks  first.  Length  of  school  9  and  10  weeks.  Average 
number  of  scholars  26.    Wages  $30. 

DISTRICT  NO.  9. 

Three  terms.  Summer  term  was  commenced  by  Miss 
Kate  C.  Chellis  of  Newport.    Miss  Chellis  is  a  teacher  of  ex- 
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perience  and  rare  qualifications  ;  but  she  was  obliged  to  give 
up  the  school  on  account  of  sickness,  after 
teaching  seven  and  one-half  days,  much  to  the 
regret  of  all  concerned.  Miss  May  L.  Sinclair  was  engaged  to 
finish  the  term.  Miss  Sinclair  did  not  quite  meet  the  expecta- 
tions of  the  district.  There  was  a  lack  of  energy  on  the  part  of 
the  teacher,  and  a  disposition  to  stud}7  on  the  part  of  the 
scholars,  therefore,  I  cannot  report  this  a  profitable  school. 
Length  of  school,  8  3-5  weeks.  Number  of  scholars,  31.  Wa- 
ges, $20. 

Fall  term  of  11  4-5  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Jennie  E. 
Murray  of  Ascntneyville.  Miss  Murray  is  an  experienced 
teacher,  but  she  failed  in  establishing  order,  and  her  scholars 
did  not  get  earnestly  engaged  in  their  studies  during  the  term  ; 
consequently  the  closing  examinations  were  not  satisfactory. 
The  recitations  were  very  deficient,  many  questions  being 
missed.  The  teacher  worked  hard.  Number  of  schoolars,  28. 
Wages,  $21.  • 

Winten  term  was  taught  b}'  3'our  Committee.  Length  of 
school,  12  weeks.    Number  of  scholars,  25.    Wages  $36. 

DISTRICT  NO.  10. 

Two  terms.  Summer  term  of  ten  weeks  was  taught  by 
Miss  Alma  F.  Morse.  There  was  much  interest  manifested  in 
this  school  upon  the  part  of  both  teacher  and  scholars.  The 
recitations,  at  the  closing  examination  of  the  term,  were 
perfect,  not  a  question  missed.  This  was  a  profitable  school. 
Number  of  scholars  7.    Wages  $10. 

Fall  term  of  five  weeks  was  in  charge  of  Miss  Hattie  B. 
Burr,  an  experienced  teacher  in  this  district,  as  well  as  in  other 
parts  of  the  town.  The  closing  examination  showed  that  she 
had  fully  sustained  her  former  record  in  this  school.  Consid- 
ering the  ages  of  the  scholars,  the  rank  of  this  school  is  among 
the  first  in  town.    Number  of  scholars,  6.    Wages.  $12. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  11. 

Mrs.  Mary  M.  Brocklebank  has  had  charge  of  this  school 
for  the  past  year.  Two  terms  of  ten  weeks  each.  All  in  this 
school,  teacher  and  scholars,  have  worked  with  a  will  through- 
out the  year.  At  the  close  of  each  term,  they  were  examined 
in  all  they  had  done  during  the  term.  Scarcely  a  question  was 
missed.  They  have  mastered  what  they  nave  been  over. 
Most  of  the  scholars  were  quite  youug.  We  think  Mrs.  B 
exercises  superior  judgement  in  the  discipline  of  young  schol- 
ars, and  we  also  think  that  the  district  have  reason  to  be  satis- 
tied  with  her  efforts.    Number  of  scholars,  9.      Wages,  $8  50. 

DISTRICT  NO.  12. 

Two  terms.  Summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Maud  B. 
Rowell.  This  school  was  well  governed  and  well  instructed. 
Both  teacher  and  scholars  were  interested  and  engaged  in  their 
work,  and  good  progress  was  made.  Length  of  school,  ten 
weeks.    Number  of  scholars,  11.    Wages  $10. 

Winter  term  of  ten  weeks  was  in  charge  of  Miss  Ella  D. 
Youngquist,  of  Campell,  Mass.  This  was  her  first  term  of 
teaching.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  she  worked  with  a  good 
will  for  the  interest  of  the  school,  and  if  every  thing  did  not  go 
on  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  it  was  no  fault  of  hers.  The 
closing  examination  evinced  progress  in  the  various  branches 
pursued.    Number  of  scholars,  18.    Wages,  $14. 

DISTRICT  NO.  13. 

Two  terms  were  taught  in  this  district.  A  short  fall  term 
of  six  weeks  was  under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  N.  P.  Sargent, 
a  teacher  of  wide  experience  and  superior  qualifications,  who 
fully  sustained  his  previous  high  reputation  as  a  teacher. 
There  were  quite  a  number  of  advanced  scholars  in  this  school. 
A  class  in   Physiology  and  one  in  Algebra   were  the  best  in 
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town.  The  school  has  received  a  thorough  drill  in  all  the 
branches  taught.  The  district  was  fortunate  in  securing  Mr. 
Sargent's  services,  of  which  parents  and  scholars  are  justly 
proud.    Number  of  scholars,  16.    Wages,  $26. 

Winter  term  of  ten  weeks  was  taught  by  Mr.  M.  T.  Thur- 
ber,  a  Dartmouth  student.  This  was  Mr.  T's.  first  experience 
in  teaching.  Good  order  prevailed  and  the  teacher  was  firm 
and  decided.  A  few  left  rather  than  comply  with  the  rules  of 
sch  >ol,  much  to  their  own  disadvantage.  Those  who 
remained  appeared  to  have  learned  well,  and  I  think  Mr. 
Thurber  bids  fair  to  make  a  successful  teacher.  Number  of 
scholars,  13.  Wages.  

DISTRICT  NO.  14. 

Summer  term  of  eight  weeks  was  in  charge  of  Miss  Han- 
nah A.  Martin.  Miss  Martin  is  an  experienced  teacher,  and 
one  too  well  known  to  need  an}^  comments  from  me.  Yet  I 
will  sa}',  that  the  closing  examination  showed  that  the  scholars 
had  been  thoroughly  drilled,  and  every  thing  done  which  could 
add  to  the  interest  of  her  school.  The  district  cannot  do  better 
than  retain  her  services.  A  good  school,  although  it  be  short, 
is  much  better  than  a  poor  one  however  long.  Number  of  schol- 
ars, 6.    Wages,  $13.50. 

A  fall  term  was  commenced  by  Mr.  Arthur  T.  Walker,  a 
fine  scholar,  but  teaching  did  not  seem  to  be  his  calling  and  his 
stay  was  short.  Miss  Jennie  A.  Sinclair  was  engaged  to  finish 
the  school,  which  she  did  very  profitably  to  her  pupils,  and 
satisfactorily  to  parents  and  committee.  Length  of  school  ten 
weeks.    Number  of  scholars,  6.    Wages,  $12. 
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DISTRICT  NO.  15. 

Two  sessions  of  school  were  had  in  this  district,  with  Miss 
Alma  F.  Morse  as  teacher.  Each  term  showing  a  thorough 
drill  at  the  closing  examinations.  Both  teacher  and  scholars 
were  interested  and  engaged  in  their  work,  and  good  progress 
was  made.  Miss  Morse  has  taught  this  school  three  successive 
terms  and  always  given  perfect  srtisfaction.  Length  of  both 
schools,  13  weeks.  Wages,  $15.  Number  of  scholars,  first 
term,  5  ;  second,  4. 

DISTRICT  NO.  16. 

Two  terms.  Summer  term  of  eight  weeks  was  taught  by 
Miss  Jennie  M.  Raynsford.  This  was  Miss  Rayusford's  first 
attempt  at  teaching.  This  school  was  small,  and  scholars 
young,  averaging  only  four  scholars,  and  the  house  very  poor, 
so  that  there  was  a  lack  of  enthusiasm  in  teacher  and  scholars. 
The  teacher,  however,  performed  her  duty  faithfully  and  with 
fair  success.    Wages,  $8. 

Miss  Marion  C.  Leavitt  taught  the  fall  term  of  eight  weeks. 
I  can  report  this  school  as  being  successfully  taught.  Miss 
Leavitt  retains  her  former  good  reputation  as  a  teacher  in  this 
district.  I  believe  she  was  the  youngest  teacher  in  town. 
Number  of  scholars,  6.    Wages,  $9.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

SUPERINTENDING  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE, 

For  the  Year  Ending  March  1st,  1886. 

It  is  gratifiying  to  be  able  to  speak  in  terms  of  commenda- 
tion of  the  school  work  daring  the  year.  There  has  not,  doubt- 
less, been  so  much  accomplished  as  may  be  honed  for  under  the 
new  order  of  things,  yet  your  committee  feels  warranted  in 
saying  that  no  session  of  school  has  been  a  failure,  and  several 
have  been  worthy  of  high  praise.  The  teachers, as  a  rule,  have 
been  well  qualified  for  the  positions  they  have  occupied,  and 
faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  It  speaks  well  for  our 
schools,  that  the  relations  of  teacher  and  scholars  have  been  so 
harmonious,  that  with  a  single  exception,  not  even  the  advice 
of  the  committee  has  been  sought  lor  in  matters  of  discipline. 

Unequal  School  Privileges. — The  small  number  of 
pupils  in  several  of  the  districts,  has  made  it  possible  to  have 
only  a  few  weeks  of  school,  and  for  some  cause  several  of  the 
fall  and  winter  terms  have  been  compelled  to  close  much  sooner 
than  anticipated,  through  want  of  funds.  This  has  made  the 
school  privileges  of  individual  scholars  very  unequal.  These 
evils,  may  we  not  hope,  will  be  in  a  great  measure  remedied 
under  the  "new  law,"  which  provides  for  a  more  equal  distribu- 
tion of  school  privileges,  as  well  as  a  more  judicious  expendi- 
ture of  school  money. 

Text  Books. — No  change  in  school  books  has  taken  place 
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through  the  year,  except  the  introduction  of  Miss  Hunt's  "Hy- 
giene for  General  Exercise."  This  book  was  introduced  to 
comply  with  the  state  law,  requiring  instruction  in  physiology 
and  hygiene,  with  special  reference  to  the  effects  of  alcoholic 
stimulants  and  narcotics  upon  the  human  system.  The  select- 
men appropriated  $8.00,  by  which  your  committee  was  able  to 
place  a  copy  of  this  work  in  each  school.  In  many  of  the 
schools  gratifying  results  have  been  obtained,  even  the  smallest 
scholars  gathering  up  facts  that  ma}T  be  of  great  practical  value 
in  years  to  come. 

School  Statistics. — During  the  year  there  have  been  32 
sessions  of  school.  One  district  only  has  had  3  terms — 14,  2 
terms,  and  Dist.  No.  In.  1  term.  There  have  been  in  all  294 
weeks  of  schooling.  Average  length  of  term,  9  3-16  weeks. 
Average  length  of  school  in  each  district,  18f  weeks.  There 
have  been  25  different  teachers  ;  12  residents  of  the  town.  Of 
these,  3  were  males,  22  females.  Whole  number  of  scholars 
attending  school,  277.  Average  per  district,  17.  Smallest 
number  in  any  school,  4  ;  largest,  45. 

DISTRICT  NO.  1. 

The  summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Mabel  R.  Jordan. 
This  was  Miss  J.'s  first  school,  and  was  characterized  by  a 
dignity  of  bearing  and  earnest  work,  which  give  promise  of 
future  success  in  this  vocation. 

No.  of  scholars,  5;  weeks,  10;  wages,  810. 

The  second  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Nettie  G.  Williams, 
of  Cornish,  a  teacher  whose  work  received  high  commendation 
in  last  year's  report.  We  have  no  doubt  she  fully  sustained 
her  former  reputation,  though  we  did  not  make  a  second  visit, 
on  account  of  its  sudden  close. 

No.  of  scholars,  6;  weeks, 10;  wages,  $14. 

DISTRICT  NO.  2. 
There  were  two  terms  in  this  district.    Miss  Jennie  A.  Bry- 
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ant  was  teacher  of  the  summer  term.  The  closing  examination 
showed  commendable  improvement. 

No.  of  scholars,  10;  weeks,  10;  wages,  $12. 

The  district  were  fortunate  in  securing  for  the  winter  term 
the  services  of  Miss  Alice  G.  Baker,    also  of  Lebanon.  We 
were  pleased  at  the  appearance  of  the  school  at  each  visit. 
The  examination  at  the  close  was  very  satisfactory.

DISTRICT  No.  3. 

Miss  Lizzie  S.  Chadbourne,  teacher.  This  district  is  to  be 
commended  for  its  practical  wisdom,  as  shown  in  two  ways.

and  stimulating  them  to  earnest  endeavor.  The  examinations 
at  the  close  of  each  term  showed  excellent  work.

DISTRICT  NO.  4. 

The  summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Eva  M.  Kelty,  of 
Cornish.  Miss  K.  labored  hard  and  faithfully,  but  through  a 
lack  of  discipline  failed  to  accomplish  the  best  results. 

No.  of  scholars,  30 ;  weeks,  10 ;  wages,  $20, 

The  winter  term  is  now  in  session  and  is  taught  by  Miss 
Flora  Clough,  a  former  teacher,  of  established  reputation.  The 
last  visit  showed  a  profitable  school.  Among  many  things  that 
deserve  favorable  mention,  may  be  noticed  the  attention  given 
to  penmanship.  Every  scholar  has  attended  to  writing,  and 
several  have  made  very  marked  improvement. 

No.  of  scholars,  26 ;  weeks,  14. 

DISTRICT  NO.  5. 
In  this  district  there  was  no  summer  term.    A  few  of  the 
scholars,  ^however,  availed  themselves  of  the   opportunity  of 
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attending  school  in  No.  6.  The  fall  term  was  taught  03*  Miss 
L.  Esther  Jordan,  a  former  teacher.  The  examination  dis- 
closed faithful  work. 

No.  of  scholars,  8  ;  weeks,  8  ;  wages,  $14. 

The  winter  term  was  under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  Frank 
S.  Alexander  of  Hartland,  Vt.  This  was  his  first  attempt  at 
teaching,  and  at  the  first  visit  gave  promise  of  success.  The 
school  closed  sooner  than  was  anticipated,  and  no  examination 
at  the  close  took  place. 

No.  of  pupils,  12;  weeks,  10;  wages,  $24. 

DISTRICT  NO.  6. 

The  summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Kate  B.  Clough. 
The  appearance  of  the  school  at  each  visit  w;is  highly  satisfac- 
tory. The  teacher  was  full  of  enthusiasm,  and  inspired  her 
pupils  with  the  same. 

No.  of  scholars,  14  ;  weeks,  6  ;  wages,  $15. 

The  second  term  was  taught  by  Miss  May  H.  Kimball  of 
Lebanon,  and  was  characterized  by  earnest,  faithful  work  on 
the  part  of  teacher  and  scholars. 

No.  of  scholars,  12;  weeks,  8;  wages,  $17. 

DISTRICT  NO.  7. 

Two  terms.  The  summer  school  was  under  the  instruction 
of  Miss  Hattie  E.  Hurlbutt  of  West  Lebanon.  This  is  our 
largest  school  in  town,  and  enjoys  the  reputation  of  having  the 
poorest  school-house.  Miss  H.  won  the  good  will  of  her  schol- 
ars, and  succeeded  admirably  in  keeping  up  a  good  average 
attendance. 

No.  of  scholars,  35  ;  weeks,  10  ;  wages,  $10. 

Miss  Alma  H.  Wood  taught  the  second  term.  Her  success 
as  a  teacher  has  been  so  often  recorded  in  the  yearly  reports 
that  comment  is  needless.  It  is  suflicient  to  say  that  every 
available  scholar  in  the  district  was  on  her  register,  and  that 
the  interest  continued  unabated  up  to  one  day  after  the  school 
closed.

Miss  Allen  has,  in  addition 
to  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  best  methods  of  instruc- 
tion, an  aptness  to  teach.  The  work  of  each  term  has  been  so 
complete  as  to  form  a  basis  for  future  advancement.  Among 
those  pupils  in  attendance  through  the  year,  there  are  several 
cases  of  very  marked  progress. 

There  have  been  3  terms  of  10,  10  and  12  weeks  respect- 
ively.

This  school  was  composed  of  quite  young  pupils,  but  was 
fortunate  in  having  a  teacher  who  loves  children  and  knows 
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how  to  interest  and  teach  them.  No  teacher  in  town  has  made 
a  better  record  than  Miss  Mary  E.  Scales,  who  had  charge  of 
both  terms. 

No.  of  scholars  :  summer  term,  4  ;  winter  term,  7.  Whole 
No.  of  weeks,  17.    Wages  :  summer,  $8  ;  winter,  $9. 

DISTRICT  NO.  12. 

The  summer  term  was  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Maud 
B.  Rowell.  The  school  was  characterized  by  good  order,  and 
made  good  improvement.    Miss  R.  is  one  of  our  best  teachers. 

No.  of  scholars,  17  ;  weeks,  10  ;  wages,  $11. 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Chloe  S.  Miller, 
teacher  in  fall  term  No.  10.  She  fully  sustained  her  former 
reputation,  governing  her  school  with  a  quiet  dignity  that  won 
the  respect  of  her  pupils.  Could  the  school  have  continued  a 
month  longer,  it  would  have  been  a  most  profitable  session.

The  summer  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Fannie  L.  Mason 
of  Hanover,  who  showed  more  than  usual  aptitude  for  teaching 
children.

REPORT 

OF  THE 

SCHOOL  BOARD  OF  PLAINFIELD. 


Your  Committee  have  attended  to  the  duties  assigned 
them  and  submit  the  following  report : 

Bv  jour  suffrages  we  were  chosen  to  act  under  the  new 
law,  and  we  hope  you  will  show  us  a  little  charity,  because  we 
were  not  placed  upon  the  Board  of  our  own  free-will.  We  do 
not  claim  to  act  to  perfection  or  to  please  all.  We  have  taken 
our  oaths  to  support  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  state,  and 
have  tried  to  govern  ourselves  accordingly. 

Your  schools  have  not  all  been  a  success,  but  we  hope  up 
to  the  average  of  former  years.  We  have  found  that  it  is  im- 
possible to  get  all  No.  1  teachers,  because  there  is  a  scarc  ity 
of  such  and  the  best  are  always  engaged  in  advance. 

We  think  that  some  of  the  citizens  are  over-particular  to 
watch  and  pick  flaws  in  our  teachers'  management  and  discuss- 
ing the  same  before  the  scholars  and  thereby  causing  consider- 
able damage  to  the  school.  Would  not  the  reverse  be  better 
in  the  end? 

Under  the  new  law  we  find  several  children  that  have 
not  attended  school  an3Twhere  by  reason  of  the  distance. 
Shall  we  contract  with  the  parties  and  have  them  carried  and 
thereby  cut  our  length  of  term  for  one  year  down  about  one- 
fourth?    Our  schools  arc  already  short  enough. 
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We  would  particularly  call  your  attention  to  the  irregular 
attendance  in  your  schools.  It  does  not  only  have  a  bad  influ- 
ence on  the  absent  member  but  all  the  individuals  in  his 
classes.  We  hope  the  parents  will  see  to  this  fault  and  make  it 
a  rule  to  send  their  children  every  day  that  they  are  able  to  go.

Owing  to  the  fact  that  no  suitable  house  in  which  to  con- 
vene the  school  was  found,  we  were  obliged  to  dispense  with 
the  summer  term,  but  b}-  a  generous  appropriation  of  funds 
made  by  the  voters  of  the  district,  and  authority  delegated  to 
the  Board  as  a  building  committee  to  locate  ancf  build,  we  were 
enabled  to  erect  a  plain,  substantial  house,  amply  commodious 
for  fifty7  scholars,  with  wood-room  and  ante-rooms,  including 
furniture,  fixtures,  and  appendages,  on  a  very  desirable  site, 
on  a  fine  foundation,  underpinned  with  split  granite,  the  car- 
penter work  being  done  in  a  thorough  and  satisfactory  manner 
in  every  particular,  at  a  net  cost  in  excess  of  the  appropriation 
of  $28.05. 
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The  Board  feel  that  justice  requires  that  we  should 
acknowledge  the  generous  donation  of  individual  citizens  to  an 
amount  estimated  at  $40,  in  labor,  in  improving  the  lot,  b}T 
building  a  good  stone  culvert,  thus  affording  easy  access  to 
the  school-house  from  the  highwa}*. 

Miss  Flora  C.  C lough,  a  teacher  of  large  experience  and 
marked  ability,  taught  the  fall  term  of  twelve  weeks.  Firm  in 
her  manner  of  discipline,  lucid  in  her  explantion,  and  system- 
atic in  her  method,  she  full}'  sustained  her  former  enviable  rep- 
utation as  a  teacher  and  retains  her  position  in  the  front  rank 
as  an  instructor.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

SCHOOL  BOARD  OF  PLAINFIELD, 


To  THE  INHABITANTS  OF  PLAINFIELD:  — 

The  period  having  been  reached  at  which  this  report 
is  due,  it  is  with  pleasant  reflections  that  we  are  enabled 
to  say  that  your  schools  during  the  past  year  have  com- 
pared favorably  with  those  of  previous  years.  Having 
secured  the  services  of  teachers  who  stand  in  the  front 
rank  as  educaters,  for  many  of  the  most  advanced  schools, 
the  result  of  their  work  has  fully  met  our  expectations 
and  a  good  degree  of  improvement  has  been  made  in  all 
of  the  schools  without  exception.  We  apprehend  that  a 
more  zealous  and  enthusiastic  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
our  common  schools  would  inure  to  the  advantage  of  all. 
We  need  the  best  of  teachers  and  the  support  of  the  in- 
habitants; and  by  mutual  effort  we  can  hope  for  large 
achievements.  Tax  payers  should  not  feel  that  a  little 
assistance  rendered  our  schools  is  a  burden;  on  the  con- 
trary, they  should  regard  it  as  nothing  less  than  a  sacred 
duty. 

We  wish  also  to  state  that  altogether  too  many  chil- 
dren of  school  age  have  not  attended  school  as  the  law 
requires,  and  suggest  to  parents  that  they  take  a  more  live- 
ly interest  in  looking  into  the  important  necessity  of  the 
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matter,  than  heretofore,  and  to  realize  the  immense  loss 
to  the  community  resulting  from  this  non-attendance. 
Parents  can  do  a  great  deal  to  remedy  the  pernicious  prac- 
tice of  irregular  attendance  also. 

RIVER  SCHOOL 

The  summer  term  of  ten  weeks  was  taught  by  Daniel 
W.  Lyman  of  Hartland,  Vt.  It  was  his  first  school,  and 
although  assuming  his  duties  in  some  respects  "under  a 
cloud",  he  gained  the  good  will  of  his  pupils  and  the  par- 
ents generally,  and  we  are  free  to  say  that  in  all  respects 
the  term  can  be  called  a  success.

Annual  Report  of  the  School  Board  of  Plainfield. 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  Plainfield ; — 

In  making  our  annual  statement  of  the  condition  of  your 
schools,  and  a  brief  exhibit  of  our  management  of  the  same, 
we  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  lengthy  preamble  of  gratuitous 
advice  is  uncalled  for.  We  have  in  the  appropriate  place  vol- 
unteered such  suggestions  and  criticisms  as  we  believed  were 
required  and  proper  under  the  circumstances.  In  most  in- 
stances we  have  been  able  to  secure  teachers  of  experience, 
which  of  course  in  general  is  desirable,  when  it  can  be  done 
without  additional  outlay.  We  have  also  thought  it  best  to 
give  the  preference  to  home  talent  in  selecting  teachers,  believ- 
ing such  action  to  have  a  healthy  influence  upon  our  scholars 
to  induce  them  in  turn  to  qualify  themselves  for  teaching  so  far 
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as  possible.  We  believe  as  your  Board  stated  last  year,  that 
our  schools  will  compare  favorably  with  those  of  previous 
years.  We  have  endeavored,  as  your  building  committee,  to 
expend  the  funds  placed  in  our  hands  to  secure  pleasant  school- 
rooms, and  at  the  same  time  to  keep  an  eye  to  durability  in  the 
matter  of  construction.  We  hope  our  citizens  will  be  satisfied 
with  the  improved  appearance  of  the  houses,  and  feel  that  it  is 
money  well  invested.  There  are  other  houses  that  should  be 
put  in  better  condition,  and  suggest  to  all  who  can  do  so  to 
examine  them  and  be  prepared  to  act  intelligently  when  called 
upon  to  raise  money  to  improve  them.  Although  unused  for 
some  time,  we  have  found  it  necessary  to  re-shingle  the  roof  of 
the  Geo.  Freeman  school  house  as  a  means  of  preservation. 
The  only  expense  which  has  been  incurred  by  the  moving  of 
the  East  Plainfield  school  house,  has  been  the  sum  of  five  dollars 
for  the  purchase  of  a  few  feet  of  land  required.  We  feel  called 
upon  to  extend  our  thanks  to  those  citizens  of  this  neighbor- 
hood who  contributed  so  generously  to  the  expense  of  moving 
and  improving  the  buildings  and  grading  around  them.  Refer- 
ence to  the  report  of  our  expenditures  will  show  what  has  been 
done  with  the  sum  raised  for  school  furnishings.  We  have  been 
unable  to  find  satisfactory  maps  that  would  come  within  the 
means  in  our  hands,  and  hope  the  district  will  see  fit  at  an  early 
day  to  authorize  the  purchase  of  suitable  maps  to  use  in  con- 
nection with  the  globes  already  supplied.  We  consider  this 
matter  seriously  a  genuine  ' '  long  felt  want. 1 '  We  are  glad  to 
know  that  a  movement  is  practically  under  way  in  the  Meriden 
district  to  raise  funds  by  private  contributions  for  the  purchase 
of  outline  maps  for  use  in  that  school.  We  have  placed  diction- 
aries and  a  full  set  of  readers  as  reference  books  in  all  the 
schools.

The  summer  term  of  ten  weeks  was  taught  by  Miss  Nettie 
Williams  of  Cornish.

The  closing  ex- 
amination was  excellent.  We  think  the  parents  generally  were 
satisfied  with  the  progress  made.  No.  of  scholars,  21  ;  wages, 
$22. 

The  same  teacher  was  employed  for  the  fall  term  of  six 
weeks.  The  school  was  larger  than  during  the  summer  term, 
a  good  degree  of  interest  was  sustained,  and  the  term  can  be 
said  to  have  been  a  profitable  one.  The  only  criticism  we 
would  make, — and  we  think  it  proper  to  make  in  order  that  a 
remedy  be  applied, —  is  that  there  is  not  to  be  found  here  that 
perfect  order  requisite  to  the  very  best  results.  There  should 
be  an  improvement  in  the  matter  of  tardiness.  This  does  not 
apply  particularly  to  the  school  while  under  Miss  Williams' 
care.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Plainfield  : 

Entrusted  with  the  school  funds  of  Plainfield,  and 
with  the  entire  supervision  of  the  expenditure  of  the  same 
both  in  the  capacity  of  members  of  the  school  board,  and 
as  a  building  committee,  by  your  appointment,  your  board 
appreciated  the  responsibility  resting  with  them,  and  have 
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endeavored  at  all  times  to  give  your  our  best  services  and 
return  you  all  possible  good  to  be  had  out  of  the  funds  in 
Our  hands,  in  the  form  of  mental  culture  and  bodily  com- 
forts for  those  in  our  charge.  It  will  be  seen  that  in  re- 
porting the  individual  schools  we  have  left  the  beaten 
track  of  many  years,  and  like  the  Boards  of  the  adjoin- 
ing Districts  of  Cornish  and  Lebanon,  and  Claremont,  al- 
so, have  deemed  it  prudent  not  to  comment  upon  the 
merits  or  demerits  of  individual  teachers.  Teachers  w  ho 
have  been  eminently  successful  under  us  may  be  disap- 
pointed in  not  seeing  their  work  specially  commended, 
while  those  who,  from  whatever  cause,  have  not  been 
wholly  successful,  will  be  spared  the  pangs  of  being  held 
up  to  general  ridicule,  which  can  do  no  one  an)'  good, 
and  would  result  in  serious  discouragement  to  themselves. 
We  have  some  faith  in  the  proverb,  "Comparisons  are 
odious." 

While  we  can  vividly  see  our  own  in; perfections,  we 
can  as  vividly  discern  the  flaws  in  the  cases  of  both  teach- 
ers and  parents  in  those  districts  to  be  found,  in  all  towns 
as  well  as  Plainfield,  where  we  have  not  found  that  degree 
of  success  which  we  would  have  gladly  reported.  While 
teachers,  scholars,  parents  and  your  humble  servants 
have  all  labored  to  attain  perfection  in  the  matter  of  edu- 
cation, it  is  apparent  to  all  that  the  point  has  not  been 
reached,  but  we  feel  that  on  the  whole  we  have  little 
cause  to  complain  of  our  average  exhibit.  \\  e  have  had 
some  of  the  best  schools  with  which  we  w  ere  ever  con- 
nected. Our  Registers  show  a  good  degree  of  attend- 
ance, and  we  wish  to  return  our  hearty  thanks  to  the 
mail}'  that  have  labored  with  us  to  reduce  the  per  cent, 
of  tardiness  and  absence.  We  have  not  done  what  wo 
hoped  to  do,  in  the  matter  of  compulsory  attendance  by 
those  children  who  are  coming  upon  the  stage  of  life  tin- 
most  sorely  in  need  of  all  the  benefits  to  be  had  from  a 
common  school  education,  and  from  necessity  will  never 
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recieve  more  than  that,  and  we  appeal  to  our  fellow  citi- 
zens to  urge  upon  this  class  the  great  need  of  doing  bet- 
ter for  the  year  to  come,  without  the  unpleasant  necessi- 
ty of  the  services  of  the  truant  officers.  To  teachers  who 
have  awaited  this  report  hoping  to  receive  such  commen- 
dation as  w  ould  be  of  assistance  to  them  in  securing  posi- 
tions in  the  future,  we  will  cheerfully  give  all  such  that 
are  worthy  our  individual  assistance  if  asked  for. 

Our  children  have  excellent  reason  to  be  proud  of 
the  Roll  of  Honor  presented  herewith,  which  contains 
the  names  of  fifty  per  cent,  of  our  whole  reported  at- 
tendance. This  is  a  weighty  piece  of  evidence,  as  show- 
ing a  lively  interest  among  our  scholars  to  be  present  and 
keep  the  schools  up  to  the  standard  of  former  years. 
Considering  the .  fact  that  we  have  had  the  relentless  "La 
Grippe"  to  encounter  in  all  of  our  winter  schools,  which 
has  seriously  interfered  with  attendance,  we  feel  quite 
well  satisfied  with  the  average.  The  Black  Hill  school  is 
still  in  session  on  account  of  an  interruption  caused  by 
the  sickness  of  the  teacher. 

By  an  act  of  the  last  Legislature  of  New  Hampshire 
School  Boards  were  instructed  to  furnish  free  text  books, 
and  the  act  took  effect  on  Jan.  1st,  1890.  Publishers  were 
willing  to  give  us  a  chance  to  introduce  such  as  we  deem- 
ed neeessary,  and  wait  for  the  settlement  of  their  bills, 
until  we  had  an  opportunity  to  raise  the  money.  The 
bills  are  not  large,  as  we  have  not  made  extravagant 
changes.  The  bills  will  be  presented  to  the  town  and  not 
the  town  district  for  payment,  after  receiving  the  en- 
dorsement of  the  Board  as  correct.  This  is  the  interpre- 
tation of  Supt.  Patterson.  We  have  continued  in  use  the 
Swinton  Grammar,  and  the  Harper  Geographies  and 
Copy  Books,  and  introduced  the  Modern  Speller. 

It  will  be  seen  that  we  have  expended  the  $300  rais- 
ed for  repairs,  and  trenched  upon  the  five  per  cent., 
though  but  a  little.    It  would  be  difficult  to  show  how 
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much  has  been  expended  on  each  house,  as  the  paint,  pa- 
per, lumber,  nails,  etc.,  were  bought  for  several  and  used 
upon  each  as  the  case  seemed  to  require.  We  now  have 
some  very  tidy,  pleasant  rooms  and  buildings  that  show 
the  passer-by  that  the  District  is  alive  to  the  importance' 
of  keeping  pace  with  the  times,  and  not  lagging  behind 
towns  around  us. 

Our  houses  as  a  rule  are  quite  satisfactory  with  the 
exception  of  seats  and  desks.  We  recommend  an  appro- 
priation each  year  sufficient  to  supply  one  or  two  houses, 
and  in  a  few  years  have  them  supplied  and  refitted  w  ith- 
out seriously  burdening  the  taxpayers.  Very  many  un- 
thinking people  often  say,  "these  seats  answered  for  me, 
and  they  are  well  enough."  To  such  we  say,  follow  your 
child  to  school  some  day  and  sit  with  him  the  six  long 
hours  he  is  asked  to,  and  see  what  the  cramped,  unnatur- 
al position  compells  him  to  suffer.  We  ask  such  people 
"what  were  your  mowing  machines,  buggies,  hoes,  stoves, 
clothing,  etc.,  forty  years  ago?  Would  you  use  them  to- 
day if  given  to  you?"  Certainly  not.  Yet  you  not  only 
ask  your  children  to  continue  to  occupy  these  antiquated 
affairs  indefinitely,  but  pass  laws  compelling  them  to  do 
so.  In  conformity  to  the  hygienic  principles  and  advanc- 
ed thought  upon  this  topic,  of  these  later  days,  we  should 
cease  making  hunch-backs  of  our  scholars,  and  inviting 
spinal  complications  that  will  hurry  them  to  premature 
graves.  We  hope  for  a  marked  reform  in  this  matter, 
and  it  has  been  too  long  delayed.
